Meanwhile, lop contender 
Bob McClelland of Lahgley 
huddled with his more res¬ 
trained sup()orter8 and spt^e 


ahotjt "keeping otjr momen¬ 
tum going." 

Against the backgmund of 
the Besmett hullatollo). it 
was something of a dis^Mriled 
pep talk. "Hats won’t win this 
thing, votes will," he mut¬ 
tered to this reporter. 

Everything went right for 
Bennett throughout this sec¬ 
ond day of the convention. 

First, former Socred cabi¬ 


net minister Grace McCarthy, 
a strong Bennett hacker, was 
elected president of toe Social 
Credit league in a close bat* 
tie. 

The slim red-haired Van¬ 
couver florist defeated league 
vice-president Ken Kieman 
by a bare 26 votes. It was 
seen by many as a vole of 
confidence for Bennett. 

Most of toe Socred caucus. 


especially McClelland. * sup¬ 
ported the widely-respei'ted 
Kieman who only jump^ into 
the race Friday morning. 

Then, the feisty Don Phil¬ 
lips of South Peace River 
spoke on Bennett’s behalf, 
praislnc his abilitv as an nr. 
ganuer. administrator and as 
a man who was ’stewed in 
politics. •

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Airlines 
Fares 
To Jump 


GENL'VA (Reuter) — The 
world’s leading scheduled air¬ 
lines have voted to raise pas¬ 
senger fares and cargo rates 
by 6 per cent Jan. 1 to meet . 
increased aviation fuel costs, 
the International Air 'Trans¬ 
port As.socialion announced 
ividay night. 

The lncrea.se will apply to 
all routes except the North 
Atlantic and Pacific routes 
where a slightly different for¬ 
mula for raising fares will lie 
used. lATA said. 

On the Niwlh Atlantic end 
Pacific routes, fares will go 
up on a graduated ba.sis. 
ranging between 2 and 8 per 
cent. TTie percentage of in¬ 
crease will be highest on 
lower fares, and lower on 
high fares. 

The proposed increa.ses are 
sub.iect to approval by gov¬ 
ernments concerned. lATA is 
the trade organization oC the 
scheduled airlines, with 11.3 
member companies. 

lATA said recent Increases 
in the cost of aviation fuel on 
a worldwide basis were about 
SO per cent. The formula 
adopted required a 1.2-per¬ 
cent increase in revenues for 
every lO-per-cent rise in the 
cost of fuel in order to main¬ 
tain the present revenue situ¬ 
ation. 

The increases In fares and 
cargo rates would cover only 
partly the known or forecast 
fuel cost increases for the 
period from October, 1973, to 
March, 1974, and there was 
every prospect of further 
drastic fuel price increases in 
the near future, lATA said.

Share World 


OTTAWA (CP) — 'Transport 
Minister Jean Marchand an¬ 
nounced Friday a new inter¬ 
national air policy dividing 
world routes iMtween CP Air 
and Air Canada. 

The transport minister cou¬ 
pled his statement in toe 
Commons with announcement 
that CP Air has been given the 
new route to Milan granted to 
Canada by Italy about 18 
months ago. 

Along with toe new policy, 
Marchand said he has asked 
for a report toe feasibility 
of lifting a domestic restric¬ 
tion on CP Air requiring the 
compiany to originate and ter¬ 
minate all fNghts in Montreal 
and Vancouver. 

TTie minister also said he 
will announce within toe next 
few months new policies 
air carriers sui>plementing 
the regional and national air¬ 
lines and for toe Yukon and 
the Northwest Territories. 

The United States is not in¬ 
cluded in toe international air 
policy as it la considered a 
separate case with both air¬ 
lines operating there. Air 
talks currently are underway 
with Washington aimed at 
a new agreement. 

The minister’s statement 
was welcomed by Yves 
Pratte, Air (Janada chairman, 
and John Gilmer. CP Air 
president. Gilmer said his air¬ 
line will be pressing immedi- 
jrtdy for new rcnites in territo¬ 
ry assigned to CP Air. 

The statement continues the 
government ixillcy of assign¬ 


ing individual airlines to sepa¬ 
rate territories throughout toe 
world. 

For the first time, however, 
Africa was assigned to the 
airlines. Under the old iiolicy, 
outlined in June. 1965, Africa 
was nut included. 

CP Air was granted Mohm - 
ro. Tunisia and Algeria and 
either Egypt or Sudan if they 
are tacked onto the airline’s 
route to Italy. Air (Canada has 
been given the rest of Africa. 

Air Canada will continue to 
serve northern Europe excefit 
for Amsterdam which re¬ 
mains with CP Air. CP Air 
will retain southern and 
southeast Europe. 

The publicly-owned airline 
will continue to have rights 
for the Caribbean and will get 
a slice of South America for 
the first time. All Latin 
America previously was 
granted to CP Air. ‘ 

While Air Canaria will re¬ 
ceive French Guiana, 
Guyana. Surinam. Venezuela 
and Colombia in South Ameri¬ 
ca, the privately-owned air 
carrier will get the rest of 
Central and l^uth America. 
Either or both airlines may be 
designated to serve Brazil. 

Air Canada also will get a 
foothold in Asia for the first 
time. Lt will be given access 
to Lebanon, India and Pakis¬ 
tan while CP win have 
rights for most of toe rest of 
Asia, including Israel. Iran, 
China and Japan.,

PRINCE GEORGE (CP) 

The executive assistant to ag¬ 
riculture minister Dave Stu- 
pirh says no one should have 
the right to own land in Brit¬ 
ish Columbia. 

Alex McLelland w'as greeted 
with boos Thursday when he 
told a farmers' night meeting 
of the chamber of commerce 
here that in his op&nion, "no¬ 
body should own land." 

A retired appliance dealer 
from Nanaimo, McLelland 
was aptxiinted in May. 

McLelland said that when 
Bill 42. the Land Commission 
Act, "was introduced to pre¬ 
serve faniilaiid. (>eople were 
upset. I don’t think there is 
anyone today who is against 
Bill 42." He was again booed 
by the predominantly farmer- 
rancher audience. 

He suggested the govern¬ 
ment could "buy farmland 
from jicople in the 60s and 70s 
wIto want out and lease it 
hack to young farmers who 
w*ant to get into the busi¬ 
ness.”

Island’s Rates 

Lowest

Ckxid new« for m.>st Van- 
eouver Island drivers: under 
the government car insurance 
rale schedules which come 
into effect March I, they'll 
still be i>aying the lowest in¬ 
surance rates in the province. 

Only at the northern end of 
toe Island will rates be on a 
scale with the high northern 
B.C. level. 

In many instances their 
rates under the new compul¬ 
sory plan will tie less than 
half the rates charged their 
counterparts on the northern 
end of Vancouver Island and 
in northern B.C., and about a 
quarter less than rales for 
drivers in Vancouver. 

Difficulties arise in comi>ar- 
ing toe new government rates 
with those set last year by 
private comiianics because 
the government will charge 
for vehicles and drivers se¬ 
parately while the private 
compaixies* rates included 
both. 

However, some general 
trends are discernible: 

• Young male drivers 
with clean driving records 
(accident records d6n’t count) 
will get the biggest break 
with premiums often lower by 
35 or 40 per cent than with 
private companies. 

But if toe drivers have |M)or 
records and have accumulal- 
ed many demerit points, toeir 
premiums will soar to the 
same level as the private 
companies charged or even 
higher. 

• Shar[) reductions will 
also 1)€ in order for families 
with teenage drivers of the 
family car, provided the 
young people have clean driv¬ 
ing records. Those families’ 
reductions would also be 30 
j)cr cent or more. 

# Older drivers and 
women with clean driving 
records will pay about the 
same or a small amount less. 
Poor driving records In those 
categories will definitely 
bring them well over the pri¬ 
vate compamies’ rate. 

Over-all it is imfxissible to 
tel! whether Premier Bar¬ 
rett’s earlier claim of an 
average 22 per cent reduction 
is valid. 

Study of the In.surance Cka*- 
l»oralion of B.C. rale sched¬ 
ules made public by the gov¬ 
ernment Friday shows that 
annual premiums for next 


year can range between S71 
and $1,368. 

The lowest rate, would g<j, 
for example, to a Victoria- 
area housewife who drove for 
pleasure oply a small, rela¬ 
tively inexpensive older car. 
peitoaps a 1968 Austin Mini. 
She has on her record no de¬ 
merit ptiints for driving of¬ 
fences. 


The basic piemium on the 
car \v-ould be $61 and toe 
woman would pay the basic 
$10 yearly driver’s insurance 
premium. 

The whopping $1,368 figure 
w>uld g.) to a single male

The basic premium on a car 
that which a driver 1* !e- 
cally forced lo pay depends 
on three variables: the part of 
ihe province in which he 
lives, the year and make of 
oar he drives, and Ihe claa- 
sificaticm of the driver in 
terms of a^e. sex, and use to 
which he puts the car. 

The premium on drivers de¬ 
pends only on the number of 
demerit points amassed over 
the past five years. Drivera 
with five points or fewer on 
the day the system goes into 
operation will pay only the 
l>asic $10 premium. 

However, those with six or 
more points will find their 
premiums soaring. The points 
system will work as before, 
with a driver allowed to write 
off three demerit points a 
year, but the total points used 
will be ba.sed on a five-year 
period rather than three. 

For vehicle ' insurance, the 
province is divided into six

areas Greater Vam-ouver, 
Greater Victoria and Van¬ 
couver Island south of Bam- 
liefton, Central Vancouver Is¬ 
land. the Fraser Valley, the 
southeni interior and Okana¬ 
gan. and northern B.C. includ¬ 
ing northern Vancouver Is¬ 
land. 

Drivers in the north will 
pay far higher premiums than 
anyone else in the province, 
in many cases more than 25 
per cent higher than all other 
areas. 

Victoria is consistently the 
lowest, followed by central 
Vancouver Island. Greater 
Vancouver, die Fraser Valley, 
and the southern Interior are 
roughly equal, although one 
or the other may be signifi¬ 
cantly higher for certain 
classes of cars. 

Here are some e.xamples of 
Nvbat Vancouver Island 
drivers will have to pay for 
vehicle insurance. The 
driver’s insurance is added on 
separately under the system 
previously described.

In Victoria. M. J. Falkins, 
president of the Insurance 
Agents Association, while de¬ 
clining to comment on rates 
setting of which has been 
done by companies, not by 
agents — said that insofar as 
coverage is concerned, there 
is really nothing different; 
there are the same limits and 
optitms. 

One basic difference Is that 
a car owner previously could 
decide against carrying colli¬ 
sion insurance. “Now he must 
carry collision insurance 
unless fils car is seven years 
old or older.” Falkins said. 

Pressed for good and bad 
padntB he gave the following: 

• Bad point -- Nobody 
has freedom of choice. Every¬ 
body is forced into buying 
coverage he may or may not 
want. 

• Good points — Insur¬ 
ance is mandatory for every 
car on the road. Also it is fair 
that increased premiums are 
tied to performance in points. 

Summing up. he said: ”AI1 
we can do is wait and see how 
it works.”

I have gone to three five- 
day smoking withdrawal clin¬ 
ics in the last year and even 
saw a lung that was removed 
from a heavy ' smoker who 
had lung cancer. 

I have taken tablets to help 
stop smoking, even threw the 
cigarets away — and then get

up at 2 a.m. looking for butts, 
then go out to a drug store or 
bar to get a pack of dgarets. 

If doctors ran treat drug 
addicts and alcoholics in a 
hospital, then why don't the 
doctors find a way to cure 
people like me? Can't they 
put me in a hospital and give 


me medication until the nico¬ 
tine is out of my system? 

I aim sure if I could get treat¬ 
ment and get off cigarets I 
will never go back to smd(- 
ing. I want to quit so bad but 
I am the servous type and 
have no will power. Is there 
any hope? — Mrs. C.B. 

Sure doctors can treat drug 
addicts and alcoholics in hos- 
pHals — but it won’t work 
unless the patient is truly de¬ 
termined to stay off the stuff. 

Same with smd(ing. When 
your emphysema and heart 
trouble make you miserable 
enough, you'H quit — and 
wonder why you didn’t do it 
sooner. Drugs, alcohol nr tiv 
bacco — you’ve got to do the 
quitting.

Dief Raps Wiretaps 


OTTAWA (CP) — 'The gov¬ 
ernment’s proposal to pennit 
wiretapping by police in 
emergencies for up to 36 
hours without a permit is “the 
essence of tyranny,” former 
prime minister John Diefen- 
baker said Friday. 

He was speaking in the 
commons on his own motion 
to delete that provision from 
the government’s controvert 
sial wiretap bill. 

Justice Minister Otto I.iang's 
bill would outlaw private 


wiretapping entirely but 
wot^d allow police to use elec¬ 
tronic bugging devices with ju¬ 
dicial permission. However, 
Lang also wants a special 
clause that would permit po¬ 
lice wiretaps for 36 hours- 
without permissicxi in emer¬ 
gencies. 

“I will oppose this bill to 
the limit unless the minister 
withdraws this portiem,” said 
Diefenbaker (PC—Prince Al¬ 
bert). 

"It’s unbelievable that any 
minister would produce this 


thing, which is the essence of 
tyranny ...” 

He accused the justice min¬ 
ister ot "bull-headed astigma¬ 
tism” and sadd if Lang had 
more experience as a lawyer 
and could see the results in 
court of such action, he would 
not be a hurry to have the bill 
passed. 

Diefenbaker said the Water¬ 
gate affair In the United 
States shows the "inherent 
dangers of anything along the

C LAIMS CENTRES for government car Insur- 
ahce aren’t going to be ready for the March 1 
start of operation. Make-shift facilities will be pro¬ 
vided for the Victoria area and elsewhere until per¬ 
manent buildings and blacktop can be provided. 
One of the problems in the delay is in land acquisi¬ 
tion which would seem to support the uncompli¬ 
mentary things Uberal Leader David Anderson 
has been saying about the set-up. 

Whether all is the "shambles” that he main¬ 
tains is the case will be seen, perhaps, when the 
policy-buying public finds out what kind of service 
is given for the $150 million that will be paid in 
each year. 

There can be no doubt, thc^h, that all is not 
going as smoothly as it should in the setting up of 
the scheme. 

There is no difficulty, apparently, in siting of 
the local claims centre. The land for it is set out 
Douglas-Cloverdale way. The problem here is get¬ 
ting construction under way to meet the start-up 
date. 

This can be excused, perhaps, in the magni¬ 
tude of organization of the insurance plan. But 
there can be no excuse for the lack of judgment 
revealed in foul-ups on the Lower Mainland in 
preparing for claims centres. 

One in particular damages, if not destroys, 
confidence in the soundness of operation of the 
whole scheme. Even considering, let alone going 
ahead with the purchase of acreage in Richmond 


that has been frozen for farming by the govern¬ 
ment’s own land commission, defies e:mlanation. 

None has been offered. Premier Barrett waves 
it off as an error, just one of those things. And he 
is willing to forgive and forget. “It is human to err, 
divine to forgive,” he is quoted as saying. 

Maybe some of his followers will be “divine” 
with him, but they may find it difficult holding to 
the faith on the so-oall^ defence that has been of¬ 
fered in another screaming failure in judgment on 
claims centre land purchase — the one at Matsqui. 

Land values everywhere are high, but to pay 
nearly $125,000 for less than two acres in this or 
any other Fraser Valley or out-of-the-way commu¬ 
nity is extravagance in the extreme. And the at¬ 
tempt by Health Minister Cocke to justify it falls 
by the wayside — which is Matsqui. ’The exact 
amount paid is $123,750 which works out to 
$74,923 an acre. And this, says the minister as one 
of Transport Minister Strachan’s directors of the 
insurance scheme, is “a fair price for commercially 
zoned, fully serviced property in the municipal 
centre.” 

Mr. Cocke makes it sound as though this is a 
place of gi-eat size and opportunity when in fact, 
Matsqui, in its district municipality status, is a 
pleasant rural hamlet with no great prospects for 
growth and expansion. 

Looked at in this light, $75,000 an acre for 
land is e-vorbitant. It helps to e.xplain why $201/3 
million has been sunk In the not-to-be-fuUy-peady 
car insurance service when it was thought, origi¬ 
nally, $5 million would do. 


Peter Pollen’s New Pony? 


S o Mayor Peter Pollen has once again changed 
his mind over the Reid Centre development. 
However, Victoria citizens should not allow them¬ 
selves to be unduly disturbed over tliis, his most 
recent vacillation. After all, he has been known to 
change hismind frequently on numerous issues 
since he first held public office in this city. 

Mind-changing, it should be mentioned, is not 
necessarily a sin nor vacillation always an indica¬ 
tion of weakness or lack of direction. Sometimes it 
means great versatility, as Canada’s great political 
economist Stephen Leacock clearly recognized 
when he described one of his heroes as flinging 
himself upon his hoi-se and riding madly off in all 
directions. 

By placing this Intei-pietation upon the 
mayor’s latest pronouncement it could well indicate 
that he is at last ready to take a broader view of 
civic affairs. Now that he has reached the maturity 


of a second-term mayor he may have come to the 
realization that he has allowed himself to become 
entrapf^ in a too-nan-ow political philosophy. 

'This philosophy, now hopefully behind him, 
which he espous^ during his service as an aider- 
man and his first term as chief magistrate ap¬ 
parently i-equired that he build up his self-esteem 
by publicly denigrating everyone else. 

Well, pdrhaps not everyone, but certainly a 
large few, such as his immediate predecessor, all al- 
demen, a leading architect, all other mayors, de¬ 
velopers, the Chamber of Commerce, several min¬ 
isters of the Crown, newspaper publishers, radio 
stations, newspaper reporters, downtown business¬ 
men, senior city department heads and a host of 
otheis. 

If a reveisal of this particular operational 
technique is one of the directions his new philo¬ 
sophical pony may take him it will bring great 
benefit and much cheer to the city of Victoria. 


Nagas Denied Indepetidence 


India’s War Against the Hill-Men 


Far away from ttie batter- 
known centres of human con¬ 
flict, in the wild hill country 
wedged between eastern India 
and Burma, a.war has been 
waged for the past 20 years, 
and there is still no end in 
•ight. 

Nagaland, the home of half 
a million people speaking 14 
mutually unintelligible lan¬ 
guages. was handed orver by 
the British in 1947 to India as 
part of its imperial legacy. It 
has turned out to be an ironic 
inheritance. For the Indian 
union, put together by the 
British out of unconsenting 
parts, now finds itself defled 
by one of them, and is using 
die same crude force at the 
old w+iite masters to enforce 
its adherence. 

Nagaland is where the Ang¬ 
lo-Indian Army, with Naga 
help, stopped the invading 
Japanese in the Second World 
War. Now India has two or 
diree divisions of soldiers 
there to bend the inhabitants 
to its will. 


The reasons are complex. 
The Nagas are a fighting peo¬ 
ple. 'nieir villages are sited 
for warfare on hiU-topi. From 
these in the 19th century they 
raided neighbors so persis¬ 
tently that the British felt ob¬ 
liged to subdue them. Having 
done so, Iwwever. they es¬ 
tablished a secure and even 
an affectionate rapport with 
the Nagas. The British, as one 
of their distinguished officers 
reported, responded to the Na¬ 
gas’ courage and cheerfulness, 
their magnificent physique, 
truthfulness and Indepen¬ 
dence, their aibsence of sctvU- 
Ity and lack of caste.” No* * 
surprisingly the British felt 
^ey shared some of these at¬ 
tributes and appreciated a 
common bond against the In¬ 
dian plainsmen, theur urban 
traders and speculators, for 
whom both the hUlmen and 
the British administrators had 
an Instinctive dislike. 

One observant Englishman 
wrote that the Nagas "are not 
Indian ... in origin, nor in 
language, nor in ai^arance. 
nor in habits, nor in outlook, 
and it is only by historical ac¬ 
cident tliat they have been 
tacked on to an Indian prov¬ 
ince . . And when the Brit¬

ish surrendered control of the 
sub-continent In 1947, no simi¬ 
lar rapport was established 
between the Nagas and the 
new Indian democratic repub¬ 
lic. 

The Minority Rights Group, 
an international research and 
information unit registered in 
Britain as an educational 
trust and aiming to secure 
justice for nuinotlity and ma¬ 
jority groups suffering dis¬ 
crimination by alerting world 
opinion, has sent Neville Max¬ 
well to look into the Nagas' 
20-year war with India. He is 
a senior research officer of 
the Institute of Common¬ 
wealth Studies at Oxford Uni¬ 
versity. Far from finding this 
a straightforward case of a 
docile and peace-loving people 
being conquered by an expan- 
Bitmist power, Maxwell shows 
how both sides are locked in 
an historical trap. 

As long ago as 1929 a Naga 
delegation asked that when or 
if the British left India the 
Nagaa mi^t revert to an in¬ 
dependence they enjoyed be¬ 
fore the British came. With 
the approach of Indian in¬ 
dependence in the 19408, the 
Nagas f^lt they were faced 
only with rule by another 
alien and less likeable people. 
'Their leader, a man named A. 
Z. Phdzo, went to see GandSif 
and reported titat the Mahat¬ 
ma pigged, “If you do not 
wish to join the Union of India 
nobody will force you to do 
that.” 


But three weeks later the 
Nagas were toTiJ by sovereign 
India's first prime minister. 
Pandit Nehru, “We can give 
you complete autonomy but 
never independence ... no 
state big or small In India will 
be allowed to remain Indepen¬ 
dent. We will use aU our influ¬ 
ence end power to suppress 
such tendencies.” And since 
the Nagas ^-a aw this as evi¬ 
dence that they had no choice 
but to accept a new master 
the confrontation was certain. 

It hardened too. In 1952 
when Phlzo went for talks in 
DelhS. his delegation reported 
that Nehru, while hammering 
the table with his clenched 
fist, declared that “whether 


heaven falls or India goes into 
pieces and blood runs red in 
tile country, whether I am 
here or anyone else comes, the 
Nagas will not be allowed to 
be independent.” And after¬ 
wards the Indian government 
moved first police and then 
soldiery into Naga hills. 

But India was not complete' 
ly inflexible. After receiving 
yet another delegation of the 
hill-men. Nehru conceded their 
demand for statehood and in 
1963 Nagaland was inaugu¬ 
rated as the smallest state in 
the Indian union. 


Naga militants — the feder¬ 
al — were not satisfied, and 
India, treating them as a 
handful of armed “mis¬ 
creants' continued its 
counter-ansurrectionaflpy oper¬ 
ations. tlie army steadily 
extending its areas of control. 

India’s case is easy to 
understand. Plagued from the 
start by separatist move¬ 
ments and ambitions else¬ 
where, New Delhi dare not 
permit one stone to be pulled 
out of its unstable wall of 
unity lest it bring down an av¬ 
alanche. Maxwell concedes 
that it ia hard to condemn 
India for the basic approach 
it has adopted to the problem 
of Naga nationalism. India 
has compromised- It has pro¬ 
vided funds for development. 
Nagaland is a state adminis¬ 
tered by Nagas, until an 
elected legislature and repre¬ 
sentatives in the Indian Par¬ 
liament. It has its own armed 
police force end e Naga bat¬ 
talion in the Indian Army. But 
inflexible Naga federak bent 
on total freedom argue that 
this shows nothing but the 
power of Indian authority, 
end that a blend of coercion 
and inducements, cou^ded 
with a denial of alternatives 
must inevitably win over 
enough edherents to qw an 
administration. They would 
compare the Nagaland state 
government peri^aps to the 
client governments es¬ 
tablished under American 
protection in Southeast Asia. 

What. Maxwell finds unac- 
cepUble is that In 1972, after 


an attempt on the life of the 
chief minister of Nagaland, 
India unilaterally broke a cea¬ 
sefire agreement first m^de 
in 1964. He points out that 
"military action bears u’ith 
criminal intensity on civU- 
ans,” and since India refuses 
to allow independent ob¬ 
servers into Nagaland to 
investigate charges of pillage, 
rape and torture, it has only 
itself to blame if its denials 
are not believed. 

By its decision to abort the 
cease-fire India has “em¬ 
barked on another long cam¬ 
paign and put itself clearly 
in the wrong.” Its obligation, 
says Maxwell, is to seek to re¬ 
establish tile cease-fire and to 
accept that, if at all, the fed¬ 
eral Nagaa can be worn down 
from their absolute Insistence 
on sovereign independence 
only by patient political pres¬ 
sure, never by force of arms.

A Snipper in the Red Tape Jungle 


It seems inevitable now that 
Walter Rudnkki sooner or 
later would be in a terminal 
confrontatiixi with the public 
servke and ministerial high 
command. 

He has been dismissed from 
his 430,009a-year post for 
showing to "outsiders”—the 
Indians directly concerned— 
what CMHC president Wil¬ 
liam Teron says was a “con¬ 
fidential cabinet document,” 
on native people’s housing, 
but which Mr. Rixlnicki 
claims was little more than 
an informational positicsi 
paper. 

Walter Rudnickd is one of 
that rare breed of public ser¬ 
vant ready, willing and able 
to snip his way through tiie 
bureaucratic red tape jungle 
to get where he thinks he 
ought to be going to do what 
he believes should be done. 


Nearly eight years ago, as 
director of planning of the In¬ 
dian affairs branch of the 
then citizenship and immigra¬ 
tion department, he became 
one of the great unsung public 
service heroes of the tsixpay- 
ers. 

He was instrumental In sav¬ 
ing them who-reaJly-knou’s- 
juet - how - many - multi- 

* thousands of dollars. 

It was like this — the public 
works department and tlie 
owners of a then new $5 mil¬ 
lion office building the gov¬ 
ernment was renting here tn 
the capita] got into a hassle 
as to who was going to pay 
for tlie replacement of a 
bumed-out electric light bulb 
worth all of 50 cents. 

It flickered out in the office 
in that $5 million building oc¬ 
cupied by. yep, you guessed 
it, Walter Rudnicki. 


And while Public Works and 
the owmers of the building ar¬ 
gued for two long dark winter 
months about the bumed-out 
bulb, he made out with a can¬ 
dle. 

'There they were, the giants, 
locked in the battle of soma, 
sort of a financial jurisdic¬ 
tional dispute. 

In one comer, the pro¬ 
prietors of the phish new s^ 
ven-storcy structure, built 
largely on borrowed money 
secured by the advance of a 
federal rental lease.

they might do some good, ex¬ 
plaining that while he had 
been eating more than his 
share of carrots to sharpen 
his sight in the candle-lit 
gloom, he was finding it a bit 
of a trick not to skin his shins 
on the filing cabinets or string 
himself up on the oflfice coat- 
racks. 

In a few days, strangers in 
overalls began wandering Into 
his office to survey the situa¬ 
tion. 


'They peered up at tho 
bumed-out bulb fr^ various 
angles, flicked tiie wall 
switch, nodded tiieir heads 
knowingly, and left. 

But never returned. 

Finally, the then minister of 
public works. George 
Mdlraitli, a practical politi¬ 
cian who could break through 
"ehanneis” if he was in the 
mood, heard about it. 

Whatinhell was going on, he 
wanted to know, that getting 
a replacement for a light bulb 
should be almost as difficult 
and complicated to negotiate 
as a f^cral-provincial tax 
deal. 


So they told him ~ and he 
told them to cut the red tape, 
get a bulb and a ladder and a 
departmental maintenance 
man, fix the light and argue 
after about who was going to 
have to pay. 

And that they did. 

So from that day forw’ard, 
the public works department 
when signing leases for rented 
office space for the public ser¬ 
vice, made a point of writing 
into the lease -- or the vast 
majority of leases, for (here 
are still a few exceptions — 
tliat the landlord pay for what 
they call "re-lamping.” while 
the government pays the 
power bill. 

Trivial? 

Well haidly. Just peek Into 
the Public Accounts of Cana¬ 
da. current edition, and find 
that in the buildings the pub¬ 
lic works department itself 
owns, the cost of buHbs last 
year ran $252,393. 

But the government’s dr- 
mand for office space is such 
that it spends $57,971,077 for 
additional acconuitodation it 
rents dn Ottawa and across 
the rest at the country. 

And thanks to Walter Rud- 
nieJd, the landlord pays (he 
”re-lampdng” cost and nobody 
w orks by candlelight. 


Japan’s Precarious State 


/ 




In all the excitement of the 
Middle Eastern war and 
American presidential poli¬ 
tics, the recent visit to Japan 
of Australian Prime Miinister 
Gough Whitlam received re¬ 
markable little attention here, 
let alone in the outside world. 

Vet Japan could not survive 
as a great industrial power 
without the food and minerals 
that it buys from Australia 
any more than it can without 
Arab oil. Whitlam’i national¬ 
ist approach to Australia’s 
economic problems, while not 
such an immediate threat to 
Japan as (he cutback in Arab 
oil production, could make it 
harder for the Japanese to 
buy from Australia in the 
quantity they want at a price 
they like. 

The truth is that most Japa¬ 
nese do not yet understand 
the extreme precariousness of 
their present prosperity. 'The 
oil crisis is getting a lot of 
publicity of course, but chiefly 
because of its likely impact 
on life this winter: it Is being 
discussed in terms of higher 
prices for paraffin, used in 
domestic oil heaters, possibly 
curbs on Sunday motorists, 
end so on. The Whitlam visit 
was written about in the press 
simply as a problem of assur¬ 
ing greater Japanese pur¬ 
chases from Australia. 


Very few Japanese arc 
questioning the aim of the 
present drift—for it cannot be 
called a policy—which is for 
Japan to do all It con to ac¬ 
quire more and moms at the 
world’s known natural re¬ 
sources. 

Typically, none here (or, for 
that matter, in Australia) 
foresaw the way in which the 
two countries’ economies 
would become interd^ndent 
as they are now, and have 
been since foe late 1960s. And 
although (he Japanese gov¬ 
ernment has for some time 
had plans to improve security 
of its oil supply, it has as¬ 
sumed that somehow there 
wDu^ be enough oil to power 
a continuous, rapid econonuc 
growth. ITie unspoken as¬ 
sumption has been that the fu- 
Suas would 'Simply be the

present on a vastly bigger 
scale. 

One of the gi*eat British his¬ 
torians of Japan wrote that 
this country has only two nal- 
lu'al resources, its climate 
and its people. 

It is one of the truths about 
Japan that are forgotten at 
peril. Japan has no mineral 
resources worth mentioning. 
It can no longer even feed its 
p(H>ulation. Its present eco¬ 
nomic strength and prosperity 
are the product of (he bril¬ 
liant use to which it has put 
other countries’ raw materi¬ 
als. And there is a frightening 
contradiction here. 

TTie richer and more power¬ 
ful Japan gets (he more it 
depends on a large supply of 
foreign fuel and other raw 
materials. It grows, but only 
at tl^ price of becoming in¬ 
creasingly dependent on the 
willingness of other countries 
to sell more of (heir natural 
riches to Japan and, later, to 
buy them back In the shape of 
Japanese manufacturers. 

Other countries — Britain, 
for example also have this 
problem, but in a less acute 
fortn, and (hey have been 
able to find solutions denied 
to Japan. Euit^ acquired 
colonies. Japan came to co¬ 
lonialism too late. Similarly. 
Japan is now behind the rest 
of the industrialized world in 
the scale of its investments 
abroad. The Japanese may 
catch up, but in some impor¬ 
tant cases they will again be 
too late. It ds unlikely that 
there will ever be a major 
Japanese oil-producing com-

pany in (he Middle East, 
though the Japanese govern¬ 
ment would dearly like to 
have one. Bo Japan has to buy 
most of its oil from American 
and Eumpean oil companies 
wMch, at a time of crisis, 
would certainly serve (heir 
home countries’ Interests be¬ 
fore Japan's. 

Australia is another case. 
The Japanese want to invest 
in Australian minerals and in 
any future expR^tatkin cd oil 
and natural gas. But the new 
Australian government says 
(hat too much of the country’s 
resources is already in 
foreign ownership and so its 
policy is to limtt further 
for^^ Investment Oiee 
again (he Japanese art too 
late, for it is British end 
American companies (hat 
have already bought heavily 
into Australia w'hile Japanese 
companies ere only newcom¬ 
ers. 


It is not surprising that (he 
Japanese become extremely 
agitated whenever (hey sus¬ 
pect that a source of raw ma¬ 
terials is going to dry up on 
them. It is, as a westein dip¬ 
lomat in Tokyo remarked (he 
other day, as though a nerve 
is touched which triggers off 
involuntary, frenzied action. 

'There are. however, signs 
of a different approach to Ja¬ 
pan’s peculiar problem. Per¬ 
haps it is a more Asian ap¬ 
proach for it involves moving 
with the tide of circumstance 
rather than, as at present, 
battling against il. Japan has 
virtually no resources of its 
own. this argument goes, 
therefore it must convert its 
present high consumption 
economy into one which uses 
as little fuel and raw materi¬ 
als as possible. 

This ct course is not just a 
matter of economic s . It will 
affect people’s e}g>ectations 
for the future. In Japan, as in 
the West, people hope tiie fu¬ 
ture will bring them moire of 
everylJting and their political 
leaders ^courage them to be¬ 
lieve it will be 60 . Until this 
public bebef changes. Japan 
will continue on its nervous, 
and possibly dangerous way. 
consuming more and more of 
the natural riches of (he 
world.

Hsm Sok Hon, •ometimei 
known as ttie Gendhl of 
Kona, sprang to his feet to 
welcome his guest, then swift¬ 
ly nseated himself on the 
floor. 

His eyes sparided with such 
delight at each new thought 
that he seemed more the le¬ 


prechaun of his people than 
their conscience. 

"In my opinion the first 
thing to do is to have freedom 
of speech,” Ham said. His 
opinion, was the same in the 
1930’s when he refused to 
teach his Korean students as 
the Japanese occupation pre¬ 
scribed; and in the 1940’a 
when he refused to teach os 
the North Korean Commu¬ 
nists prescribed. 




Now his opinion applied 
once more to the intellectual 
restrictions of the present 
South Korean government. 

Abtually. Ham Sok Hon isn't 
much! of a political activist. 
He is more a historical and 
religious thinker. His study of 
Korean history (a book 
banned under laesent cen¬ 
sorship) portrays his country 
as suffering through the cen¬ 
turies for the sake ol all man¬ 
kind. His nonsectarian Chris¬ 
tianity—he is e Quaker—looks 
for the New Word that will 
express unchanging truth to 
this age. 

Nonetheless. Ham's air 
stract teachings have a strong 
political impact. 

In a land of Confucian tradi¬ 
tions, leadership by moral ex¬ 
ample is compelling. And 
Ham's non-violent defence of 
human fredoms under every 
regime he has lived under has 
earned him wide recognition. 


Koreans respect this sep¬ 
tuagenarian for his refusal to 
speak official lies In a society 
where compromise is the 
usual condition of survival^ 
and they see his half-dozen 
.tailings or house arrests 
under the Japanese, the North 
Koreans, Syngntan Rhee—and 
now Park Chung Hee—as the 
badge of Ham'a integrity. 

His teachings were an im¬ 
portant Influence on the stu- 
d e n t demonstrators who 
overthrew Syngman Rhee in 
1960. 


Recently, Ham Sok Hon 
again risked jail in signing a 
plea for a return to democra¬ 
cy in South Korea. He end 
eight colleagues were de¬ 
tained by security officials 
for a day after the protested 
"rule of terror” and "dicta¬ 
torship” in a small rally in a 
downtown Seoul teahouse. 

Altogether 15 senior civic 
and religious leaders signed 
the written "pledge that we 
will rise up and struggle with

An instructor whose pri¬ 
mary concern is making a 
good Impression on pupils and 
keeping them satisfied may 
make them happier, but not 
necessarily wiser. 


This is one of the conclu¬ 
sions to be drawn from a hu¬ 
morous and sobering study of 
what happens when a phony 
instructor lectures on a topic 
about which he knows nothing 
before grotn)s of experienced, 
highly educated and trained 
physicians and educators who 
themselves are teachers. 


Three college investigators, 
Donald H. Naftulin, M.D., 
John E. Ware Jr. and Ftank 
A. Donnelly, Hired a distin¬ 
guished-looking and authorita¬ 
tive-sounding professional 
actor to play Dr. Myron L. 
Fox, ”an authority on the ap¬ 
plication of mathematics to 
human behavior/' Fox was 
given impressive credentials 
and an Imposing list of publi¬ 
cations, all false, and a lec¬ 
ture assignment. 


Dr. Fox’s credentials, lec¬ 
ture and question and answer 
session were presented live 
and on videotape to 22 psychi¬ 
atrists, p^hologists, psychi¬ 
atric social workers and so¬ 
cial work educators all active¬ 
ly engaged in teaching and 33 
“educators and administra¬ 
tors enroHIed on a graduate 
level university educational 
philosophy course.’ 


Fox’s topic, “Mathematical 
Game Theory as Applied to 
Physician IMucation,” was 
based on "... a complex but 
sufficiently understandable 
sciehtiftc article geared to lay 
readers.” according to a 
paper the investigators pre¬ 
sented in November, 1972, and 
adapted for the July, 1B73, 
Journal of Medical Education. 

The teoturer was coached 
”... to present his topic.and 
conduct hfis question and an¬ 
swer period with an excessive 
use Of double-talk, neolo¬ 
gisms, nonsequiturs and con¬ 
tradictory statements. AH this 
was to be interspersed with 
parenthetical humor and 
meaningless references to 
unrelated tt^ics.” 


The three groups, including 
some of the most knowledgea¬ 
ble and percer^bive people a 
teacher would lie liR'ely to

tion.”

The study suggests. . . 
the possibility of traiAing 
• actors to give legitimate lec¬ 
tures as an innovative educa¬ 
tional approach toward stu¬ 
dent-perceived satisfaction 
with the learning process. The 
corollary would be to provide 
the scholar-educator with a 
more dramatic stage pre¬ 
sence to enhance student sat¬ 
isfaction with the learning 
process.

Oak Bay council has just 
six days in which to set a tax 
exemption policy for the two 
golf courses wnthin municipal 
boundaries, but aldermen ane 
not quite sure if what they 
have in mind will be legal. 

Municipal aoUcitor D. M. 
Gordon is due to give an In¬ 
terpretation of the B.C. Mu¬ 
nicipal Act on the eiri>jiec9t at a 
special council meeting Mon¬ 
day. 

Meanwhile council has 
passed two bylaws—cne cov¬ 
ering Uplands and another 
covering Victoria Golf Club — 
that will limit tax assessment 
increases to 10 per cent a 
year in the same way that 
residential increases are li¬ 
mited. 

However, at a special coun¬ 
cil meeting Ihursday Aid. 
Doug McLelland said letters 
from the clubs indicated that 


both arc private, and there¬ 
fore do not qualify for exemi>- 
tion under the muniicipal act. 

Under the act, a municipal 
council may exempt any land 
or improvements “owned or 
held by an athletic club” 
which is used "principally as 
a puUic paric or recreatiem 
ground or for public athletic 
or recreational purposes.” 

At Uplands, according to 
the manager there, guests are 
encouraged to use the facili¬ 
ties but priority is given to 
members.

The fate of identlcafly-word- 
ed ' charges against Slegg 
comptroller John Barclay Gra¬ 
ham and the forest pr^ucts 
firm and against Slegg official 
John Maxwell Potter likely 
will be determined by Ostler's 
niling in the present case.

of Slegg Forest Products de¬ 
bentures to five Greater Vic¬ 
toria women but testiradny 
during the two-day trial 
showed the Slegg organization 
sold debentures to 61 men, 43 
women and one corporation to 
finance a lumber mill later 
built In the Cowlchan area.

If you are involved in an accident outside

U.S. films for almost 40 
years. The industry's self-cen¬ 
soring production code de¬ 
clared that "sex perversion 
or any interference df it is for¬ 
bidden," and such \vords as 
pansy and fairy were specifi¬ 
cally banned. 

This changed with the loo¬ 
sening of the produetjon code 
in the 1960s. Such films as 
Midnight Cowboy, The Fhx 
and The Boys in the Band de¬ 
picted homosexuality frankly. 
In the last year the theme has 
also appeared in television 


dramas, most notably in That 
Certain Summer. 

Homosexual spokesmen say 
the increased visibility is 
helpful for their cause, but 
they quarrel with how their 
minority has been shown. 

Members of the newly 
gmnded National Gay Task 
Fierce of New York, the Gold¬ 
en Gate Gay Liberation House 
of San Francisco, and two Los 
Angeles organizations, the 
Gay Community Services 
Centre and tire Lesbian Tide, 
met with'officials of the Pro 
ducers Association, the Direc¬ 
tors and Writers Guilds, and 
the three television networks. 

"The responses were posi¬ 
tive." said Ronald Gold of the 
National Gay Task Force. 


"We prescpled eight general 
principles about the portrayal 
of homosexuals, and they 
weren't disagreed with." 

"We made a complaint to 
NBC in New York about a 
recent Sanford and Son show 
in which Redd Foxx sees his 
son come out of a'gay bar and 
each thinks that the other is 
gay. The whole tiring was 
treated as a joke, with the 
idea that being gay is like 
being a woman. 

“There was an objectiona¬ 


ble scene with Sammy Davis 
and Jerry Lewis on NBC Fol¬ 
lies. and of course Johnny 
Carson ds one of the worst of¬ 
fenders. NBC tells us they 
soissor his remarks endlessly, 
but the cracks still get in."

Housing Branch 
Gets Programs 


Housing Minister Lome Ni- 
colson has taken over the pro¬ 
vincial home acquisition and 
elderly citizens' renters grant 
programs. 

Cabinet orders passed this 
week transferred control of 
the two programs from the fi¬ 
nance department to the new 
housing department and also 
proclaimed the Department of 
Housing Act. 

The act allow.s Nicolson to 
set up a fuUfiedged housing 
department and to hire civil 
servants for it. It also gives 
him control of a $10 million 
housing fund, begun last 
spring by the government. 

So far money from the fund 
has gone mainly into buying 
land the government hopes 
later to use for housing. 

The provincial home acqui¬ 
sition program gives grants 


and second mortgages to B.C. 
residents buying their o^vti 
home for the first time. The 
elderly renters’ program 
gives annual $50 grants to 
those over 65 who rent accom¬ 
modation in B.C. 

The only section of the 
housing act not proclaimed 
was one which would have 
given Nicolson responsibility 
for the University of British 
Columbia endowment lands. 
This responsibility remains in 
the hands of Resources Min¬ 
ister Robert Williams.

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Tourists Love Haiti, but NativesAre Restless

CAP HAITIEN. Haiti- 
Joseph Noproblem appean 
outside the old\ Hotel Rol 
Ounstophe at dawn carrying 
the day’s bread on his head. 

' Unloading It In a tumble bn 
the kitchen taible, he jogs 
toward the open market and 
remms with the hotel’s order 
of fruits and vegetables. For 
this service, he is allowed his 
post outside the hotel terrace, 
where he hawks beads and 
souvenirs to tourists. 


His white teeth bared in a 
mischievous smile, Josei^ No- 
problem has devalo{)ed an 
arresting and persuasive 
sales whisper. He is eight and 
orphai^y but already a year¬ 
long veteran in the ranks ^ 
Haiti's fortunate elite: the 
seh-empk^ed, which also in¬ 
clude the ^ver-owners of 
gaily painted buses named for 
women and saints. 


In many ways the boy 
seems better off than most of 
the 4.5 million people erf thi.<4 
crowded and impoverished 
Caribbean republic, where the 
per capita annual income has 
not yet reached $100 and un¬ 
employment soars over 50 per 
cent. 


He had been lurking about 
this small hotel in the north of 
Haiti for mondis when Pat 
Foley, a Maryland^sased pilot 
and part owner of the h^el, 
discovered him in the shad¬ 
ows after dinner. 


He was offering a tourist 
what might have bean an 18th 
century dagger excavated 
near here at La Citadelle. the 
inbredible mountaintop bas- 
tiMi that Haiti’s first king. 
Henri Christophe, built with 
the labors of ^,000 men (and 
the lives of 20,000) to head off 
an invasion that never came. 


Foley demanded that the 
lad come forward into (he 
light. 

"Whats your name?" he 
asked. 

"No problem,” the lad said. 
"No problem.” 


The Jos^rfi part came later, 
on the advice of two aunts 
who eventually came to iden¬ 
tify the orphan. By then hi.s 
constant assurance to all 
around him that he would be 
no problem had provided his 
more enduring name, and in 
his own small sphere Joseph 
^Noprbblem today is one of the 
more communicative ambas¬ 
sadors of this troubled repub¬ 
lic. 


In the 14-year reign of ty¬ 
rannical Francois (Papa Doc) 
D u V a 1 i e r . Haiti withefed 
under the oppression erf its se¬ 
cret police, the Tontons Ma- 
routes (Creole for bogeymen). 
Graham Greene’s novel, The 
Comedians, offered explicit 
counsel to pass Haiti by. 


(The book so offended Du- 
valier that the film version 
was shot in Dahomey, and the 
baroque Hotel Oloffson, where 


Dominican RepiAUie and Ven- 
tzuela. 

Along these same streets 
ere leaning shanties that pro- 
cleim the services of “mys- 
ticas,” epiritual psychologists, 
and soothsayers. Here et the 
heart of the voodoo mystique, 
it is said that Haiti is 90 per 
cent Catholic and 100 per cent 
voodoo. 


So it is no wonder that most 
visitors stiU choose to wind up 
the steep slopes of the moun¬ 
tain behind Port-au-Prince Ajo 
Petionviile, where cool sea 
breezes and shade trees line 
the estates of diplomats and 
first-rate hotels like Villa 
Oeole and £1 Rancho with 
their pretensions of a Latin 
Beverly Hills. 


In Petionviile the visitor is 
comfortably distant from the 
plight of most Haitians and 
still able to grasp the dizzying 
colors that have made the is¬ 
land romantic to visitors— 
colcx^ that Haiti’s primitive 
artists have managed to 
transmit to canvas and thus 
to one of the island’s few prof¬ 
itable exports.

was rebuilt as a set in Nice, 
France.) 

By 1966 thousands of Hai¬ 
tians bad been executed for 
real or imagined opposition to 
Papa Doc . and tourism was 
nearly extinct. 


In that year there were only 
649 commercial aircraft land- 
ing.s in Haiti, and fewer than 
15,000 visitors. This year, a.s 
Duvalier's 22-year-old son 
Baby Doc rules the island at 
the beck of a domineering 
mother, the Tontons Macoutes 
are less conspicuous. 


Nevertheless, any observant 
tourist is likely to see the 
movement of armed men in 
unmaiked cars, sometimes 
swooping down like hawks on 
the back streets of Port-au- 
Prince to carry away some 
suspect to exile or oblivion. 

The mood of distrust is 
heavy here in the oldest black 
republic, founded in 1804. 


Cabinet ministers were 
strangely uncommunicative 
during our recent week in 
Haiti; shortly after our re¬ 
turn. Duvalier dismissed 
some 40 officials of his gov¬ 
ernment, including all of the 
cabinet ministers whom we 
had met during our stay. 

Some of the fortunate ones 
are finding their way to New 
York, a centre for Haitian 
exiles. 


This year, tourism officials 
predict there will be more 
than 100,000 visitors to Haiti. 
New hotels are being readied 
for a mounting influx. Habita¬ 
tion Leclerc, with 44 bunga¬ 
lows and 14 swimming pools, 
is the opulent gamble of a 
Manhattan group which owns 
the discotheque Hippopota¬ 
mus in New York. 


Not far away Is the new 
Royal Haitian Club, in which 
the dominant promoter seems 
to be Mike McLaney, a veter¬ 
an casino operator who re¬ 
treated from Havana’s Na- 
cional after Fidel Castro to 
the small, grimy casino 
operating near the waterfront 
in downtown Port-au-Prince. 


Though both new hotels are 
in the luxury class, the visitor 
must travel through streets of 
wrenching poverty to reach 
them. On all sides are prosti¬ 
tutes’ shacks end streetside 
stands offering tickets in the 
boletc. a trans-Caribbean 
numbers game that encom¬ 
passes Haiti, the adjoining

Then, to register this vehicle in your 
name, submit a notice of transfer of 
ownership at any Motor Licence 
Office. New forms have been 
prepared for this purpose. 

If you don’t have plates for a new 
vehicle (in the case of your first car, 
for example), new plates can be 
obtained from any Motor Uccnce 
Office. 

If you dispose of your vehicle and 
don’t replace it (for example, if it is 
wrecked), take your plates to the 
nearest Motor Licence Office to see 
if you qualify for a refund on the 
portion of the licence year 
remaining.

■“§he very seriously asked 
me to ask the men in the pub 
to be quiet and 1 did. I lifted 
her onto a table and she sang 
The Old Rugged Cross. 

That was the start, Ford 
said. "I realized that to some 
people this was absolutely 
real. Jesus Christ was abso¬ 
lutely real." 

He said he was later led to 
the Lord at tent meetings in 
BoumenKMth held by the 
Christian Brethren. 

He returned to school and 


passed his matriculation 
exams when he was 25. 

"For 30 years now I’ve been 
in the service of the Lord," he 
said. 

He has travelled the world 
as a Bible teacher and evan¬ 
gelist. He visits prisons, 
schools, colleges. Once a year 
he gives the Bible readings 
when the Inter-Varsity Chris¬ 
tian Fellowship meets at 
Cambridge University. 

He was in Victoria 18 years 
ago and again a dozen years 
ago. 

"We have to get back to the 
basics of faith so that men 
and women will face the 
claims of Christ.” he said. 
"That’s where all the answers 
are.”

OTTAWA tCP) — Alberta 
doctors, particularly those in 
l^monton. were the highest 
paid in Canada between 1961 
and 1971. averaging a gross 
income in 1971 of 3^,200, says 
a statistiacal report releas^ 
Thursday by the health de¬ 
partment. 

Edmonton doctors, with net 
earnings of 115,000 or more 
averaged $73,664 tn gross 
earnings in 1971, mjre than 


any other city and almost 
$4,000 mcH'c than the average 
In second-place Calgary, ac¬ 
cording to previously un¬ 
published national revenue 
department figures. 

Across the country the 
average gioss earnings of all 
practising doctors was $56,824 
in 1971 compared with $2S.8€2 
in 1961. IXiring the 11-year 
period, average expenses in¬ 
creased to $17,621 from $9,390 


while the number of doctors 
increased to 21,411 from 
14.874. 

Ontario doctors ranked sec¬ 
ond in 1971 with gross earn¬ 
ings of $61,700, but #ith fewer 
expenses than the Alberta 
doctors, came out on top in 
net earnings with an average 
$41,400. Alberta doctors had 
the highest average expenses 
of $21,831.

Cystic Fibrosis Makes Heavy Demands

III about a month, computer repairman 
Matthew Sharp will sit. down to his usual 
Christmas dinner of bjiicey. roast potatoes, 
dressing, Christmas pudding — and 37 pills. 

Sharp, 29, Mke some 100 other seemingly- 
normal young adult across Canada suffers 
from cystic fibrosis, a disease for which sd* 
entists do not know the cure. 

cystic fibroeis affects the lungs and digee> 
tive system, causing abnormally thick, gluey 
mucus that clogs lungs and the diS^stive sys- 
tern. 

And the pills Sharp takes at meal times 
by the bottleJull (U5 capsules daily) Include 
antibiotics, vitamins and decongestants. 

Sharp, who lives in Toronto, was in Vic¬ 
toria Thursday as part of a three-week sur¬ 
vey tour of the western states on behalf of 
the Canadian Cystic Fibrosis Foundatt^ru 

He is studying the problems of a growing 
number of addcscent and young adult suf¬ 
ferers. in Canada and was guest speaker 
Thursday night at the meeting of Founda¬ 
tion’s Victoria chapter. 


Although Sharp's own condition was only 
diagnosed when he was 21, cystic fibrosis is 
generally known as a disease of the newborn. 
One in about 1,200 babies is bom with it. 

Until recently very few of these children 
have survived into adolescence but modem 
treatment methods now mean that most of 
Victoria’s 15 or so young sufferers will grow 
up to lead almost normal lives. 

But for both children and adults survival 
depends not only on daily pill-taking but also 
on treatment designed to keep lungs free of 
mucus. 

Sharp himself does about 30 minutes of 
inhalation and physiotherapy every morning 
and night to help him cough up mucus. 

Others, mainly children, sleep in special 
antibiotic “mist tents’’ where they can 
breathe more easily and run less risk of In¬ 
fection. Sharp tells of married couples, with 
one partner a sufferer, sleeping regularly in 
mist tents. 

For most families, cystic fibroeis can be 
a staggering emotional and economic drdin. 
Sharp estimates his own treatment costs 
about $250 a month. 


However with adequate provincial govern¬ 
ment financial assistance in B.C.. the prob¬ 
lems encountered by the new young adult 
generation of sufferers will centre mainly 
around self-disdpline and self-confidence, 
says Sharp. 

Tremendous self-discipline is required by 
the adolescent sufferer to do his treatment 
and take his pills regularly when the last 
thing in the world he wants to be reminded of 
is that he is different from his school-mates. 

Obtaining a job also poses problems. 
Should one tell a would-be employer of the 
condition and risk having the job application 
tom up? 

Sharp advises the sufferer not to admit 
his condition on his job application torm but 
to toll the pDspective employer at the inter¬ 
view stage when the applicant can be seen to 
be like anybody else. 

Whether to tell the girl or boy one is dat¬ 
ing also causes problems for thMe with cys¬ 
tic fibrosis. Some lik^ to hide their condition 
and surreptlously take meir pills but Sharp 
finds that if he tells people — without broad¬ 
casting H — they usually accept the situation 
completely.

One difficulty for married sufferers and 
Sharp is married — is that they cannot get 
life insurance. 


He says that 90 per cent of males with the 
disease are sterile but female victims can 
have children. However, if these women 
marry a cystic fibrosis carrier someone who 
shows no sign of the disorder but can pass onV 
a cystic fibrosis gene — there is a 50 per cent ^ 
chance that their children will have the dis¬ 
ease. 


It is estimated that one out of every 20 
European people carries the defective gene. 
Cystic fibrosis results when a child receives 
two defective genes — one from each carrier 
parent.

He was commenting on the 
government’s land freeze 
order of last December and 
effects of subsequent Assess¬ 
ment Act changes. 

Dimming has about 43 
acres on Landsend Road 
which he bought more than 30 
years ago. 

Cumming said that accord¬ 
ing to new taxation regula¬ 
tions governing his property it 
is doubtful that he will be able 
to keep the land, because his 
current taxes of a bout $1,200 
will increase tjy more than 
double that amount. 

“I can’t do anything with 
the property. I can’t sub¬ 
divide. even though it is zoned 
for half-acre lots, because of 
the Health Act which decrees 
that a proven water supply 
must be available to each lot.

"Aocovding to the govern¬ 
ment, myself and others in 
the. same situation can have 
their house on a half-acre but 
the rest of their property is to 
be taxed at 50 per cent of iu 
real estate value instead of 
the current 23 per cent set by 
the prbvincial assessors for 
school tax purposes." 

He claimed that next year’s 
land.ta.xes are going to shock 
many Saanich Peninsula resi¬ 
dents. 

Cumming said he bought 
the land in 1943. cut his own 
roadway into the property, 
cleared the site for his house, 
and built with the idea liv¬ 
ing away from the hustle and 
bustle of city life. 

He said it w'at impossible to 
farm his land because H is 
moetiy of shale texture. 
"About aH you can do is make 
little rocks out of big ones.” 

He said when the govern¬ 
ment slapped the land freeze 
on the Saanich Peninsula, he 
stiddenly found he was 
classed as a fanner. Now that 
tiie land in his area has been 
declared not farmable he is to 
be taxed as a land speculator 
even though he has no 
thoughts of sifbdividing. 

"The only person who 
would buy it would be some 
sucker who didn’t know the 
regulations. So I stay here 
and pay the taxes or move. 

“The government is sup¬ 
posed to be in power to he^ 
the little guy. If this is how 
they are helping me I’d like to 
say ‘no thank you’ - I can go 
broke quite easily all by my¬ 
self.”

They have known for a year 
that the shutdown was coming 
but tre combined efforts of 
their union, the company and 
Canada Manpower, allied 
with their own door-knocking 
have failed to turn up enough 
jobs. 

"We have people here who 
have devoted toeir entire 
working lives to Bapco," 
Owen Williams, president of 
Local 1947. Intematicxial 
Brotherhood of Painters, and 
Allied Trades, said Friday.

The firm announced last 
December that it would be 
moving Its facilities to Surrey. 

The site at Laurel Point is 
to be used for a $15 million 
hotel-residential complex 
which, after completion in 
1975, should create about 200 
new jobs. 

Williams said the office has 
already moved from Victoria, 
along with the laboratory. 

"There arc just the produc¬ 
tion and maintenance crews 
to go and at the end of the 
year the plant will finally 
close and that’s it." 

Williams said the company 
has been fair in giving sever¬ 


ance pay to employees al¬ 
though it was nr>t a cvitrac- 
tuai obligati<xi. 

Workers laid off have been 
given one week’s severance 
])ay for each year of service, 
and an additional one week's 
severance pay for each year a 
man is over 40 years of age. 

“This doesn’t reallj* answer 
the question of where do we 
go from hei*e.” Williams said. 

■ “These men have been 
averaging $4.25 an hour and 
have been buying homes and 
raising their families. 

“But the fact remains that 
they are still not skilled 
woriters — they don't have a 
skill to offer outside Bapco, 
and firms are much more in¬ 
clined to hire young guys if 
they are going to have to 
train them. 

"Where is a man going to 
find a job in that wage brack¬ 
et when he is more or less 
unskilled?” 

Some of the men have in¬ 
dicated interest in janitor 
training courses and similar 
work, but even here the young 
men will have the edge.”

So, she said, it 
makes no nutritional contribu¬ 
tion to the diet. 

Holding a cabbage and let¬ 
tuce, she said the cabbage 
has six times the vitamin C 
content for about the same 
price.

John Bassett, chairman of 
Toronto's CTTOrTV, flagship 
of the CTV network,' said Fri¬ 
day that CTV will provide 
coverage of the (Canadian 
Football league cham¬ 
pionship game between Ed¬ 
monton Eskimos and Ottawa 
Rough Riders even if a strike 
causes the CBC to cancel its 
fdans. 

The Canadian Wire Service 
Guild, which represents CBC 
newsmen, stag^ an eight- 
hour walkout 'Fuesday to 
protest what it called lack of 
progress in negotiations (or a 
contract that expired May 31. 

"We're certainly going to 
cover the game if the CBCT 
can’t," Bassett said. "I would 
expect that the CBC would 
take a feed from us in that 
case." 

The two networks have 
planned a joint ^ort to pro¬ 
vide 12-camera cov’erage of 
the game. A spokesman for 
the CWSG said Friday, how- 
even*. a walkout Sunday 
is "possible." 

The newsmen have no 
direct role in the telecast but 
they could throw up pickets 
around CBC installations. 

A CBC spokesman said it is 
unlikely that a disixite would 
affect coverage of the game. 

The union represents atwut 
2.10 news personnel across 
Canada except in Montreal 
and Quebec City, where the 
Confederation of National 
Trade Unions represent the 
newsmen. 

Pre-game coverage of the 
game is scheduled to start at 
8:30 a.m. on CTV (Oiannel 81 
and 9 a.m. on QBC (Channels 
2 and 6). Radio coverage 
starts on CJVI (900), CKWX 
(1130) and CBU (690) starting 
at 9:45 a.m.

«rs in a quiescent state, and 
the >^holt machinery of the 
plant is just "ticking ovfr" 
until it beromet stimulated by 
warmer weather In the 
spring. 

The soil ctill retains enough 
warmth to assist in the for¬ 
mation of new roots, to re- 
plaoa those lotf in the trans- 
plantin^from the nursery to 
your gar^. 

Where your soil Is very 
heavy and waterlogged, 
though, I think it is beet to 
delay planting until spring, 
spending the winter studying 
the He of the puddles and 
making some effort to im¬ 
prove the drainage.

I don’t think much of the 
popular idea of spreading a 
winter mulch of old manure 
around the roses. The manure 
packs down and forms a co^. 
clammy, air-excluding poul¬ 
tice. and the roots tend to 
become smothered. Keep the 
mulch off until after ttv* 
plants are pnjne<l in the 
spring*.

Fruit tree and bush fruit '* 
on the other hand, benefit 
from a winter mutch of straw,, 
compost or manure, but don’t 
push the mulch close up 
keep it clear by at least six 
inches. 

The mulch provides some 
rover for pests, and if you ob* 
scrie the birds in winter, you 
will see that the circle of bare 
soil between the mulch and 
the trunk is a happy hunting 
ground for them.

There are a lot of old trees 
around town which could he 
given a new lease cm life 
through some judickMjs prun¬ 
ing, and I always Hke to get 
this job d<me fairly soon after 
leaf-faU. 

Some kinds, such as the 
maples, the sycamores, the 
walnut and the horse chest¬ 
nut, tend to bleed badly when 
the sap rises in die spring if 
pruning is delayed tmtil. late 
winter. 


If large branches ipust be 
removed for any reason, ei¬ 
ther take them off in their en¬ 
tirety, flush with the parent 
trunk, or make your cut im¬ 
mediately above a well-f^ccd 
sub-branch or lateral ^K^ich 
can abeorb the nutrients 
pumped up by the roots. 


If really drastic pruning is 
necessary, it is best to spread 
the weak over hvo qr even 
three years. 

If too much is removed in a 
single season, it will be fol¬ 
lowed by a veritable forest of 
vertical shoots, called water 
sprouts, springing up from 
every branch and ruining the 
shape of the tree. 

Kvery fall and winter 
brings its annual crop of bro¬ 
ken bones and cri^^Ung ac¬ 
cidents ‘through thoughtless 
ti-ee pruning. 

It is hard to believe that a 


man would actually saw 
through the branch against 
which his ladder was resting, 
but it has happened and w'ill 
happen again. 

Afore often, thou^, ac¬ 
cidents are caused Ihrough 
leaning the ladder against a 
diseased or dpad bough, or by 
attempting to remove a large 
and heavy branch single- 
handed. 


Whenever possible, place 
the ladder against the trunk 
rather than trusting an>’ 
branch. Where large branches 
must be removed without as¬ 
sistance, always take them off 
piecemeal, irf lengths ton 
short to cause injury. 

Ragged white tears in Uie 
bark are the earmarks of 
caretessness on the part of 
toe pruner. 

To avoid these wouruis. 
always make the first cut on 
the BOTTOM of toe branch, 
sawing up>vard until the saw 
starts to bind. 

Then^ when toe top cut is 
made, toe heavy branch will 
come away cleanly witootrt 
tearing a great strip of bark 
and wood out of the tree. 


‘Adhocism’ Exhilarating 


If you have ever used a dictionary as a doorstop or 
cleaned typewriter keys with a toothbrush, you have prac¬ 
ticed “adhocism." Congratulations are in order, at least from 
Charles Jencks and Nathan Silver, two American architects 
who may be practicing a sort of international adhooism by 
working in U>ndon. 

In Adhociim Jcncks and Silver have written a manifesto 
for improvisation, elevating ingenious making-do not only to 
an art but to the philosophy of the future. If you believe the 
Jencks-Silver credo, adhxism will cure most of the physh al 
and psychological ills of the time.

Still worried about "oonformity”? But how tan me ’<m- 
form if one is making ad hoc lamps nirt of bottles and ad hoc 
spaghetti sauce out of toe fermenting soup one forgot in the 
back of the refrigerator? 

★ ★ ★ 

^Vb^ried about trashing the environment? But what will 
be left for waste when the whole world is converting old car 
springs into ad hoc door handles? . 

Adhocism, Jencks and Silver swear, will simultaneously 
satisfy a person's taste fot; spontaneity and a person’s abso¬ 
lute hunger for nostalgia. Of what else can this .said? 

TTie ad hoc composer makes music out of a washboard nr 
and electrmic hum. The ad l>oc poet subscribes to T. S. 
Kliot’s dictum: ‘'TTie bad poet bon'pws. the good i)oel steals." 
(Y.xi calt it plagiarism, we call it cultural recycling.) 

lrr'p^Uc& adhocism is called "participatory democracy." 
In terms of community it is called Waidstock Natton or 
Watkins Glen 'T', -- wherever the clan last gathered. If city- 
panners practice adhocism. toe new will be grafted on the old 
(then toe old on the new) in third-alternative i)attems. 

★ ★ ★ 

Adhocism turns life into a pop art painting, a William 
Saroyan stage set, an invention by Rube Goldberg. 

Adhocism is based on change, mobility, an.stant obso- 
lence. Odhoclsts. iflinddng thrir ship breaking up about them, 
make it into a raft; and when they readi toe shore of toe fu¬ 
ture, doubless they will turn the raft into a lean-to. A lack of

definition Is the basic rule of the game, "tlvcrythlng can 
always be something else" is toe guiding mcAto. 

There is an cxhilarahng quality to adhocism. A mcmeni 
ago an adliocist was a mere "consumer": one wild, casual 
touch and he becomes an "artist." In a time when the ul¬ 
timate sophistication is to become a child again, the adhocist 
is "playful." "creative." as charmingly “primitive" as an 
African tritK^sman using an airplane wing for a totem. 

★ ★ ★ 

"Things have probably become better not worse since the 
days of Egyptian bureaucracies and the Roman army.” 
Jencks and Silver reasonably concede. But at times they 
.sound desperate: "Shaping the local environment towards 
desired,.ends is a key to mental health; toe present environ¬ 
ment. blank and unrespexisive, is a key to idiocy and brain¬ 
washing." 

At thi.s point, like all manifesto writers, Jencks and Silver 
ran become pretty un-ad hoc themselves — threatening to 
tuM adhocism into a fornaula, still another system. They also 
may tend to underestimate how much adhocism there was in 
the world before they thought up a name for it. What child 
has not employed a dishpan as an ad hoc drum? What 19th- 
rentury dandy did not use his walking stick as an ad hock 
drawing instrument on soft ground and ad hoc baton at all 
band concerts? 

Still, nobody is going to complain if a little bracing talk 
about adhocism (under this or any other name) eases the 
I>ressures of a world where to.T murii is programmed, if not 
prefabricated. 

So on with the ad hoc game. Rut can anybody, including 
Jencks and Silver, cite a more classic, more noble adhocist 
than the man who proposed beating swords into plow shares 
and spears into pruning hooks?

This summer the U.S. House of Representaftves author¬ 
ized expenditures of $2 billion to help cities and states "fight 
crime" for the next two years. The vote was 391 to 0; not a 
•ingle representative dared to oppose toe bill'. 

Yet there are good grounds for believing that this money 
will be almost totally wasted, in terms of actually reducing 
crime. Most of the funds will go for new equipment and more 
policemen—yrt tlw "crime problem" te remarkably like toe 
"highway problem." in that toe more highways are expand¬ 
ed. the more traffic expands to fill them. 

★ ★ ★ 

Twenty years ago. New York City had a police force of 
^some 18.000. Now if has double that number of men. while the 
'population of tha city' proper has actually shrunk a little.. 
Nevertheless, the crime rate in New York City has fai- more 
than doubled in the intervening two decades. There w not the 
•lightest indication that the added men, or the more sophis¬ 
ticated equipment, have done anything to decrease the in¬ 
cidence of crime. 

The "liberals” have been blamed, and justly, for believ¬ 
ing that merely spending more money would alleviate social 
problems; now ^ "law-and-order” conservatives are as

blameworthy for believing that ihe same panacea will reduce 
the crime problem. 

l-et us look at a medical analogy, to make toe point 
clearer. Suppose we appropriated $2 billion to relieve the vic¬ 
tims M a plague, to ptxnide them with medical care, hospital 
I'ooms. and sustenance during their illness. This would do 
nothing to prevent the source of the plague from spreading to 
other people and ot^er communities. 

★ ★ ★ 

If, instead, or in addition, we appropriated only a small 
part of that sum to track down the source of the plague—be it 
the water .supply, or the tsetse fly. or whatever—then we are 
utilizing our money and resources sensibly in getting to the 
root of toe disease. 

Apprehending criminals, and throwing them in prison 
(though only the little ones get there), docs absolutely noth¬ 
ing to eradicate the sources of crime, which arc both socio¬ 
economic and psychological. In fact, the more transgressors 
sent to languish in prison-and then thrown back into the 
same milieu they came from—the more embittered and in- 
liipciable criminals are created. 

★ ★ ★ 

Like welfare, money spent on crime-fighting is a bottom¬ 
less pit. so long as the basic social conditions are not rec¬ 
tified. The money makes toe law-enforcement agencie.s 
happy, and the legislators feel virtuous—but, meanwhile, 
what we call "crime in the streets" will continue to increase 
until we stop concentrating on the crime and start thinking a 
little bit abcMt changing the streets. 


Word Prejudice Fought 


Prtssures of well-meaning 
prejudice are often brought to 
bear upon an author to 
change tot title or content of 
his creative work, whether it 
be a novel or a screenplay. 

I have just resisted all ef¬ 
forts to change the title of my 
upcoming bqolc, Dummy, and 
am gratified to hear that the 
Book of the Mqnto Club has 
chosen it, with that title, as 
Its nonfiction selection for 
March. 

Dummy, is the true .story of 
lionaUt l..ane. a deaf-mute 
black lalwrer who spent five 
years in Illinois institutions 
bermise the authorities were 
unable to infoi;^ him of the 
murder charge again.st him. 

A major figure in the story 
and the key star role in the 
screenplay is LoweU Myers, a 
lawyer who is also deaf but 
able to speak. He fought a 
five-year legal battle to force 
toe state to give Lang his trial 
ai guaranteed by the constitu¬ 
tion. 

I am currently writing the 
fHm version of tods read-life 
drama, and I have insisted on 
the title, Dummy, in spite of 
requests, protests and pres¬ 
sures from groups associated 
with toe treatmeni of 
deafness. 

I will explain some o^ my 
reasons in cm epilogue which I 
have added to toe book and 
which states: 

"There has been sqme 
protest to me about my choice

of title for the book. Some of 
It from groups who work for 
the de«f and mute. I have 
re.sponded that the choice was 
deliberate — the cruellest, 
most shocking and seemingly 
iiTcsponsible labelling erf Don¬ 
ald Lang. This is how he and 
ills hnndb-ap. woer lalK»lled 
anil ignored — rroell.v,. shock¬ 
ing. irresponsibly from his 
childhood. 

"If in shock there comes 
some awareness of the real 
cruelly and social irrespon¬ 
sibility, we might see tfje day 
when the label is expunged 
and Its victims somehow 
helped to escape it." 

Jn my Shaft books, I helped 
to unload the word nigger. 
Blacks themselves are 
defanging the word through 
the simplest end most effec¬ 
tive technique — exposure. 

All of the word labels of Ig¬ 
norance. stupidity and preju¬ 
dice will continue to have 
those connotations until they 
are aired. 

Whal's hapiwning is . .that 
through awareness and usage, 
we're actually eliminating 
labels of .ethnic prejudice. On 
television shows such as All In 
Ihe P'amily. we aqf the ex- 
bpinif ADolieri 


judice. TTiey are no more or 
less vile to me than tags of 
physical infirmity, words like 
dummy. Imp, four^yes, hump 
or shorty.

croups, all well meaning, con¬ 
tacted me to alter the 
Dummy title. It is sad to me 
that those good people don't 
realize that they are only 
abetting toe bigots who are 
delighted to have exclusive 
use of these labels.

"dummy" toe weapons of big¬ 
otry.

Watkins Glen Standards 
Tougher for Rock Fetes

WATKINS GUCN. N.Y. (UPD ■ - A kn-al 
law setting up strict standards for anyone 
wanting to promote a major rock music fes¬ 
tival in Watkins Glen was passed this week 
by the Schuyler County board of legislators. 

Paswage came four months after the "sum- 
mer jam” festival, attended by an estimated 
600,000 persons and billed as the largeet rocx 
festival ever in the nation. 

The new law requires that sponsors of out¬ 
door assemblies of more than 10.000 persons 
submit detailed plans for a permit. 

The plans must be submitted 90 days 
before the scheduled opening of the event. 

Under the law, plans mu.Ht include ade¬ 


quate food and water ;(upply. sewage facili¬ 
ties. medkttl services, parking and fire pnv 
tection. 

In addition, promoters are required to 
post a $500,000 insurance policy, payable to 
the county, in the event of major damage. 

Henry Valent, president of the Watkins 
Glen Grand Prix Race Course Corp., on 
whose land the July festivral was held, pre¬ 
dicted the local law would be ruled unconsti¬ 
tutional. 

He said he based his belief on the fact 
that a similar ordinance in Sullivan County.

Italy's now-exiled royal fami¬

VANCOUVER — In a stirring farewell lo 
politics after 32 years, former premier W. A. 
C. Bennett told Social Crediters Friday night 
never to forget their role as a party of 
reform. 

His voice breaking, and crften at the point 
of tears, Bmnett t>ld more than 1,000 party 
delegates who will elect his successor today: 

“Social Credit is on the march. Wkiria is 


ours. The people can’t wait to Vul us back in 
power again ... 

“Unless we tasted defeat, we could never 
have had this convention. Let us give thanks 
to the defeat. It woke us up.*’ 

His 4S-minute speech on the eve of stepping 
down as leader was a mxiture of nostalgia 
and hope for the future. 

Bennett, 73, said that he was the first po¬ 
litical rebel in the province’s history. In a Jab 


at the NDP government, he said reform 
comes better and quicker through free en¬ 
terprise than throu^ state socialism. 

He said his government, which fud an 
unbroken 20-year reign up to August, 1972, 
had never suffered from internal dissension. 

“No matter what the critics said. I gave 
loyalty and I expected loyalty and I received 
it in full measure. I would rather lose with 
our team than win with anyone ehse." 


He asked Socreds to remember the “val¬ 
ues unseen*' of party members, and he re¬ 
minded them that the party was one of 
the status quo. 

“Come will, come woe. our status will not 
be quo,'* he recited. 

Finally, he ^^dhocted p^y memben to 
develop into a “construction crew, not a 
wrecking crew.” .

Is indeed a living thing: brash in 
its youth, full blossoming in its mafturity, Init subject. W not 
used in time, to senility, decay and death. 

The reasons for making'Wne might not stem from such 
noble sentiments for the 23 pupifs enrolled in a winemaking 
course at Oak Bay senior high schod. but one fact was cer¬ 
tain Wednesday night . . they were all enthusiastic in the 
art oi brewing their own product. 

The class Is a cross-seclflon of the commurrtty and consists 
mainly of men and women making wine for the first time. 

Instructor is Gordon Schenck. ' 

The five-session course, says Schenck, enables his pupils 
to learn the basic principles of making wine both for econom¬ 
ic reasons and f>r a persona] sense of accomplishment. 

Schenck says that homebrewei's can make a gallon of 
"suiierb wine” for J2 (the cost of the ingredients compared 
to an outlay of $6 or more to buy the satpe quality and quan¬ 
tity in the Mquor store. 

The <Rie drawback, admits Schenck, is that tipplers must 
wait up to six months before they can en.ioy their brew. 

The waiting period, agrees amateur winemaker Betty 
Short, is the most difhcult part of the whole process. 

‘T enjoy drinking wine and can’t wait to try making sev¬ 
eral different varieties.” she said. 

Addie and Stanley Evans, with three years of brewing ex¬ 
perience behind them, said they've had phenomenal luck so 
far but still want to make a “a perfect brew.” 

”We’re still learning a lot and now that my husband is re¬ 
tired we find it an excellertt hobby,” Mrs. Evar« said 

For others it’s a fun course and a good opportunity lo 
meet people with the same interest — enjoying good com¬ 
panionship while sipping do-it-yourself wine of good quality.

WINNIPEG (CP) ~ A pir>. 
vincial government task force 
has recommended a major 
overhaul of postsecondary ed¬ 
ucation to provide more o(>- 
portunities to more Mani- 
robans end give the imblic a 
larger say in how the whole 
system is run. 

In its final report, the se- 
ven'member task force called 
for new thrusts into com¬ 
munity-based regional educa- 
ti<m programs and greater 
emphasis on the develc^mient 
of community colleges. 

And it suggested the cre¬ 
ation of an external studies 
evaluation board to award de¬ 
grees. diplomas and certifi¬ 
cates to persons who have ex¬ 
perience or expertise in a 
field, but not the traditional 
academic background. 


Other recommendations in 
the 228-page report include: 

• No substantial in¬ 
creases in tuition at any Man¬ 
itoba ii^^tutibns of higher 
learning; 

• More generou.s bur- 
sairies for students who need 
assistance but also more stu¬ 
dent loans without regard to 
the family resources of the 
student; 

• Continuation of the Uni¬ 
versity of Manitoba as the 
prime centre for postgraduate 
education in the province; 

• Daycare centres and 
committees on the status of 
women at major centres of 
higher learning; 

• Apiwintment of an om- 
'budsman for jwstsecondary 
education. 

Underlying the recommen¬ 


dations are the beliefs that 
the public has the right to 
know what’s happening at its 
institutions as well as the 
right to have some influence 
over the decisions made. 

The report urges that 
members of the general pub¬ 
lic sit (HI many (rf the boards 
and commissions proposed for 
the new system of higher edu¬ 
cation and that oi)€n meetings 
be the rule, rather than the 
exception, in the system. 

The large majoriy of the 
proposals in the task force re- 
rx)rl are refinements from an 
interim report issued in Jan¬ 
uary. The interim report met 
mixed relations, with strong 
criticism coming from the 
board of governors of the Uni¬ 
versity of Manitoba and sup¬ 
port from the ichooVs faculty 
association.

Blind Friend

tandem bike. Now ElBott has 
a family of his own, and his 
wife says he is a marvelous 
father. 

During her tvlef lifetime. 
Constance Ann did not seem 
to suffer, but I died d Cltle 
every day when I bathed and 
tended hw. I got to where I 
saw her in a fourth dimen¬ 
sion. When I held Constance 
Ann, her awoUen head was 
heavy as a bowling ball, and I 
knew that just a email sUp 
and the lifeline would break. 
One day she quietly slipped 
away while I was reading to 
her — just Hke a dock stops. 

Day by Day 

Our fourth child had been 
born six nxmttis before that.

But when Karin began to 
doze off, her father suggested 
she go back to bed, which she 
did. 

I got up a little later and, 
by then, Karin had passed on. 
I was shocked but then she 
had always been scared of 
dying — her eyes would fill 
with tears when she talked 
about it — and I worked hard 
to erase her fears. Now the 
end had come, very quietly 
and without a struggle, on. a 
beautiful morning in March. 

Never Sorry 

Karin was springtime itself 
I wouldn't have missed that 
child for anything in the 
world-anything. She never 
felt sorry for herself, and her 
courage inspired all of us. 

There is heartbreak, yes. in 
bearing children like Karin 
and (Constance Ann, but It 
would have been compounded 
by putting them away some¬ 
where, let alcme agreeing to 
hasten their deaths. Any such 
decision would have been as 
cruel to us as to them. Far 
from disrupting our house¬ 
hold, as outsiders may have 
thought, they brought us to¬ 
gether through a greater gift 
than gold.

Spock Files Suit 
Inflation Nibbles Over Ads in Book 

Christmas Trees py Battery 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — In¬ 
flation hasn’t spared Christ* 
mas trees. They will cost 
about 4 to 5 per cent more 
thi* year, a U.S. government 
forestry expert predicted. 

Dr. Richard Marks, a for¬ 
estry specialist for the agri¬ 
culture department’s exten¬ 
sion service, estimated that 
the 4 to 5 per cent increase 
would be tacked on to 1972 
prices, which averaged $1 to 
51.50 per foot. A six-foot tree 
which cost $6 and $9 in 1973 





may cost from about J6.25 to 
nearly $9.50 this December. 

Marks said in a report pub¬ 
lished by the department’s 
statisticai rei|x)rting service 
that growers are sending 
more than 35 million trees to 
the Christmas market this 
year, the produce of 6 to 12 
years work on tree farnw. He 
said growers will get an es¬ 
timated $90 million for the 
trees which will coat con¬ 
sumers about $210 millicHi. 

The reixsrt said nearly every 
state in the nation produces 
some Christmas trees for 
sale, but the biggest emtres 
are in the lake states, 4he 
northeast and northwest. All 
told, officials, estimate about 
450,000 acres are used to grow 
tr ees speoificaljy for Christ' 
mas.

man Festival of Lights Is 
being replaced by a festival of 
Flashlights.

It seeks to block the pub¬ 
lisher from any future adver¬ 
tising in the bmk. which has 
sold 22 million copies, ac¬ 
cording to court papers. 


- Spock said Simon ^and 
Schuster agreed in 1966 to 
halt the advertising of baby 
products and other books on 
chiW care by the spring of 
1972, but failed to do so.

mechanism. 

Last year, Quick reported 
that he thought he had discov¬ 
ered a new vitamin. After 


treating th^ patients. Quick 
said he is more certain of his 
discovery. 

Quick said his research 
should not result in people 
stocking up on soybeans. Ha 
said only a small amount of 


the vitamin Is probably neces- 
sarj' for the proper working of 
the blood. 

"1 don’t want this abused." 
he said. "It's not a cure-all, 
as some have claimed for Vi¬ 
tamin C."

The science came in 
Mhen West had to choose a 
lead alter East’s double. 

Most experienced players 
do not double slam con¬ 
tracts to increase the pen¬ 
alty. Modem bidding tech¬ 
niques rarely present an op¬ 


portunity to double'a slam 
with the expectation of reap¬ 
ing a bonanza, and a better 
use for the double Is 
direct or -suggest an unusual 
lead. Today’s East made 
such a double. 

West had to choose an un¬ 
usual lead, and he did have 
a problem. What lead 
unusual? Certainly nqt 
trumps, and even more cer¬ 
tainly, not the unbid suit — 
especially when West was 
losing at the ace-king of 
clubs! 

The choice was reduced to 
either a spade or a dia¬ 
mond. We-st didn’t know 
N\4iich to lead, and he chose 
a diamond on the theory 
that many players double to 
suggest the lead of the first 
I suit bid by dummy. 

Declarer ruffed the open¬ 
ing lead and drew trumps in 
two rounds, ending In 
dummy. The ace and king of 
diamonds brought the .good 
news, and declarer discard¬ 
ed ail six of his spades on 
dummy’s diamonds. 

It’s not often that one can 
discard six losers. East and' 
West watched in amazement 
as they prepared their dis- 
ouBBion about the cairect 
interpretation of East’s dou¬ 
ble. And it was some discus¬ 
sion.

Urea ‘Bombs’ in Forests 
Stalled bv Bad Weather 


MBSACHIE LAKK Th^ 
iii'ea Imnilwrdtnmt of forests 
in the Lake Cowichan area 
has rom.e to a temporary 
standstill because of had 
weather. 

Urea is a fertilizer from Co- 
fninco at Trail which has 46 
per cent of available nitrogen 
and the "bombardment' of 
the trees with the small white 
pellets is done by two Cessna 
188 airplanes, known as Ag- 
truck and Agwagon, piloted 
by Barrie Madu and Robert 
Sm'ith from Conair Aviation 
Ltd. 

Ihe company behind the 
operation is Pacific Logging 
which pioneered the fertilizing 
program by, fixed^ing air¬ 
craft in 19G3. This year, l)e- 
cause of early snow, the two 
planes are using an 
vised airstrip at Mesachie 


Lake, a site which once had 
l>cen occupied by Ihe Hillcresi 
Lumber Company’s sawmill. 
\Vhat was started 10 years 
ago on an experimental basis 
is now a full-fledged program 
to gain more wood from trees 
and make them grow faster. 

Manager of the forestry di¬ 
vision of Pacific Logging. 
Bruce Devitt, explained that 
because of many factors In¬ 
volved. k is difficult to make, 
an accurate assessment as to 
the result of the program but 
"an estlmble shows” that we 
cjin count on growth increase 
of l)eti\veen 25 and r.O i»er 
( enl. We also found so far . 
that the w(xxl density has not. 
suffered as much as is l)e- 
lieved by some people." 

He also noted that if there 
shaild be a wokI shortage, as 
indicated by the year 2 . 000 , 


"we have to find ways of 
growing trees more quickly. 
Within the. next five years we 
will he able to evaluate the ef- 
fectivness of .the fertilization 
program on growth and 
yield." Thi.s year’s project, 
will be the ferttliaatlcn of 
2.000 acres and of the 450 tons 
of ui^. about 500 tone still 
have to be laid on. 

Under ideal weather condi¬ 
tions the operation, entailing 
900 flights, could be complet¬ 
ed in five days. Becau.se of 
the rail strike this summer, 
this year’s operation did not 
get off the gi*ound sohedulc, 
usually in September when 
flight conditions are right and 
the trees’ root system are 
best suited for atjsorpllon. 

Once in the air. the pilots 
use aerial photographs for ori¬ 
entation and are also aided by 


balloons on the ground of the 
area to l>e fertilized. Under 
normal wcnlhcr condilions tlje 
aircraft would u.'ie an airstrip 
closer to the site on a moun¬ 
tain sk>()e. 

Iziading operation.^, carried 
out by scoop-equipped front 
end loader, take only 50 sec¬ 
onds from the time the plane 
touches ground to lifting off.

NANAIMO — Downtown 
merchants here could be fac¬ 
ing another money bylaw vote 
in the near future to proVide 
additicHial off-street parking. 

The Gty Centre Associa¬ 
tion, a group of merchants 
formed to promote and en- 
coui^ege downtown shopp^. 
voted Thursday night to ask 
city council and the city perk¬ 
ing commission to Investigate 
the possibility of holding an¬ 
other vote to provide addi¬ 
tional decks of parking on the 
recently completed two-storey 
Bastion Street parkade and 
the ground level (iordon 
Street facility. 

Mayor Frank Ney told the 
meeting that the parkades, 
which at present allow (roe 
parking, are being filled by 
^,9:15 each morning and are 
I being occupied by employees' 
W downtown businesses, not 
Wtomers as had been the in¬ 
tention. 

Ney said the merchants had 
two alternatives: To provide 
enoufeh parking for everyone 
or start charging for the pub¬ 
lic facHitle* which the mer¬ 
chants are paying for through 
a special tax assessment. 

Instead of choosing one or 
the other, the merchants 
agreed to ask council for tlie 
bylaw and, in the Inlerim, to 
inslall machines which will 
provide tickets for parking at 
a rate yet to be determined. 

It was also decided that 
council should be encouraged 
to legislate an end to the rent¬ 
ing of stalls on a monthly 
basis in the public facilities.

‘Abominable^ Image 
Doesn’t Thrill Hydro

DUNCAN — B.C. Hydro of¬ 
ficials tried toeir best Thurs¬ 
day night to show that Hy¬ 
dro’s past public image ha.s 
chang^. 

Tbe reason for their coming 
to Duncan was to discuss with 
members of the public toe 
route of a proposed 90-milc, 
500-kilovolt transmission line 
between the Victoria and Qua- 
licum areas. Well over 100 
people attended the mceling 
at the Kbksilah elementary 
school. 

Hydro s manager of infor¬ 
mation services. J. A. 
McCarthy, said "Hydro has 
come to reaUze that it is es¬ 
sential to talk with the people 
in the community before we 
go too far in planning." He 
added that public values have 
changed and toat more atten¬ 
tion has to be focussed on aes¬ 
thetic and environmental 
aspects. 

Sepurute Route 

One section of the Hydro 
report said that "a 500- 
kilovolt construction with 
1 , 5 0 0 - f o o l spans between 
towers is,quite different from 
138-kilovolt construction with 
700 to 800-foot spans. In a 
number of areas it would be 
Impractical to parallel toe 
ziga an zags of toe existing 
line and a separate right-of- 
way would be required.’ 

Environmental consultant 
Howard Paish of Vancouver 
said Hydro has given his firm 
a free hand. 4n preparing a 
study on the environroental 
impact of the new power line. 
Paish stressed that "we arc 
not set up to solve the energy 
crisis.’ 

The consultants are also 
proposing a line routing. 
.Some of the major point,s the 
consultants are concerned 
with are aethetlcs: Impact nrt 
wildlife, fisheries and recrea¬ 


tional values; implications of 
the ri^t-of-way location for 
forest crop production; Impli¬ 
cation of the power line nnite 
for parks, watersheds and 
other land considerations. 

Open to Talk 

"We want feediback from 
people and we hope that peo¬ 
ple will feci free to write to us 
(Howard Paish and As¬ 
sociates. 837 Homer Street, 
Vancouver 3)." He said his 
firm would also be willing to 
discuss,toe various as|)ects 
with interested and concerned 
groups of citizens. 

.George Whittaker of the 
Duncan area, referring to a 
long feud he has had with 
Hydro, said he was finding 
Hydro’s attempt to polish its 
image — which had been 
"abominable" — a "remark¬ 
able exerdee wWoh does not 
fit in \v^h the Hy'^ I have 
been dealing with since 1969." 

Hydro’s assi.'^tant general 
manage of administration and 
finance. C. W. Nash, stres'^ed 
that the (’ornorations now 
‘‘tries to do things different¬ 
ly.” Confrf>nted with the sl.air- 
ment that Hydro always had 
been pushing itself ahead and 
encouraging people to use 
more power. Nash replied 
that toe corporation’s policy 
now is to reverse that trend. 

Regional director Pat Cem¬ 
ents suggested that toe price 
of power should perhaps 1 m in¬ 
creased to encourage industry

Island. 

McCarthy told toe residents 
that after the environmental 
study has been completed,.an¬ 
other similar public meeting 
will be held in the Duncan

Fares 
To Jump 


GENE:VA (Reuter! — The 
world’s leading scheduled air¬ 
lines have vot^ to raise pas¬ 
senger (ares and cargo rates 
by 6 i>er cent Jan. 1 t.i meet 
increased aviation fuel costs, 
the International Air Trans¬ 
port Association announced 
Friday night. 

The increase will apply to 
ail routes e.xcept the North 
Atlantic and Pacific routes 
where a sli^tly different for¬ 
mula for raising fares will be 
used. lATA said. 

On the North Atlantic and 
Pacific routes, fares will go 
up on a graduated basis, 
ranging between 2 and 8 per 
cent. The percentage of in¬ 
crease will be highest on 
lower fares, and lower on 
high fares. 

The proposed increases are 
subject to apiMt)val by gov¬ 
ernments concerned. lATA is 
the trade organization of tfie 
scheduled airlines, with 113 
member companies. 

lATA said recent increases 
In the cost of aviation fuel on 
a worldwide basis were about 
50 per cent. The formula 
adopted required a 1.2-per¬ 
cent increase in revenues for 
every 10-per-cent rise in the 
cost of fuel in order to main¬ 
tain the present revenue situ¬ 
ation. 

The increases in fares end 
cargo rates would cover only 
partly the known or forecast 
fuel cost increases for the 
I)erlod from October. 1973. to

OTTAWA (CP) — Transport 
Minister Jean Marchand an¬ 
nounced Friday a new inter- 
i^ational air policy dividing 
world routes between CP Air 
and Air Canada. 

The transport minister cou¬ 
pled his statement in the 
(Commons with announcement 
that CP Air has been given the 
new route to Milan granted to 
Canada by Italy about 18 
months ago. 

Along with the new policy, 
Marchand said he has asked 
for a report the feasibility 
of lifting a domestic restric¬ 
tion on CP Air requiring the 
company to originate and ter¬ 
minate all nights in Montreal 
and Vancouver. 

T^e minister also said he 
will announce within the next 
few months new policies on 
air carriers supplementing 
the regional and national air¬ 
lines and for the Yukon and 
the Ncwihwest Territories. 

The United States ts not in¬ 
cluded in the international air 
policy as it is ctmsidered a 
separate case with both air¬ 
lines operating there. Air 
talks currentliy are underway 
with Washington aimed at 
a new agreement. 

The mlnlater’s statement 
was welcomed by Yves 
Pratte, Air Canada chairman, 
and John Gilmer. CP Aii; 
president. Gilmer said his air¬ 
line will be pressing immedi¬ 
ately for new routes in territo¬ 
ry assigned to CP Air. 

The statement continues the 
government policy of assign-. 


ing individual airlines to sct)a- 
rate territories throu^rout the 
world. 

For the first time, however. 
Africa was assigned to the 
airlines. Under the old |)olicy, 
outhned in June, 1965, Africa ' 
was not included. 

CP Air was granted Moroc¬ 
co. Tunisia and Algeria and 
either Egypt or Sudan if they 
are tacked onto the airline’s 
rxmte to Italy. Air Canada has 
been given the rest of Africa. 

Air Canada will continue to 
serve northern Euroi)e excejil 
for Amsterdam which re¬ 
mains with CP Air. CP Air 
will retain southern and 
southeast Europe. 

The publicly-owned airline 
will continue to have rights 
for the Caribbean and will get 
a slice oi South America for 
the first time. All Latin 
America previously was 
granted to CP Air. 

While Air Canada will re¬ 
ceive French Guiana, 
Guyana, Surinam. Venezuela 
and Colombia in South Ameri¬ 
ca, the privately-ownerf air 
carrier will get the rest of 
Central and South America. 
Esther -or Ixrth airlines may be 
designated to serve Brazil. 

Air Canada also wil get a 
foothold in Asia for the first 
time. It will be given access 
to Lebanon. India and Pakis¬ 
tan while CP Air will have 
rights for most of the rest of 
Asia, including Israel, Iran, 
China and Japan.

Lowest

Good news for miwt Van¬ 
couver Island drivers: under 
the government car insurance 
rate schedules which come 
into effect March 1, they'll 
still be (laying the lowest in¬ 
surance rates in the provln<*e. 

Only at the northern end of 
the Island will rates be on a 
scale with the high northern 
B.C. level. 

In many instances their 
rates under the new compul¬ 
sory plan will be less than 
half the rates charged their 
counterparts on the northern 
end of Vancouver Island and 
in northern B.C., and about a 
quarter less than rates for 
drivers in Vancouver. 

Difficulties arise in compar¬ 
ing the new government rates 
with those set last year by 
private com[>ames because 
the government will charge 
for vehicles and drivers se¬ 
parately while the private 
companies’ rates included 
both. ' 

However, some general 
trends are discernible; 

• Young male drivers 
with clean driving recoixls 
(accident records don't count) 
will get the biggest break 
with premiums often lower by 
35 or 40 per cent than with 
private companies. 

But if the drivers have poor 
records and have accumulat¬ 
ed many demerit points, their 
peemiums will to the 

same level as the private 
companies charged or even 
higher. 

• Sharp reductions will 
also be in order or families 
with teenage drivel’s of the 
family car, provided t^ 
young people have clean driv¬ 
ing records. Those families’ 
reductions would also be 30 
|)er cent or more. 

• Older drivers and 
women with clean driving 
records will pay about the 
same or a small amount less. 
Poor driving records in those 
categories will definitely 
bring them well over the pri¬ 
vate companies’ rale. 

Over-all it is imiKisslble to 
tell whether Premier Bar¬ 
rett’s earlier claim of an 
average 22 per cent reduction 
is valid. 

Study of Uie Insiii'ance Cbr- 
poration of B.C. rate sched¬ 
ules made public by the gov- 
pimment Friday shows that 
annual premium.s for next 


year can range between $71 
and $1,368. 

The lowest rate, would go, 
for example, to a Victoria- 
area housewife who drove for 
pleasure only a small, rela¬ 
tively inexpensive older car.

Slie has on her record no de¬ 
merit points for driving of¬ 
fences.

Dear Dr. Thoateson: I am 
In my late 50s and have been 
smoking since I was 13. 1 
have a heart condition and 
emphysema and cough con¬ 
stantly. When I dance 1 Uet 
out of breath; also from walk¬ 
ing or climbing stairs .Some 
of my friends have quit smok¬ 
ing and some are like me — 
no will power. 

I have gone to three five- 
day smoking withdrawal clin¬ 
ics in the last vear and even 
saw a lung that was removed 
from a heavy smoker who 
had king cancer. 

I have taken tablets to help 
stop smbking, even threw the 
cigarets away — and then get 


up at 2 a.m. looking for butts, 
then go out to a drug store or 
bar to get a pack of cigarets. 

If doctors can treat drug 
addicts and alc<^Iics in a 
hiepital. then why don’t the 
doctors find a way to cure 
people like me? Can't they 
put me in a hospital and give 


me medication until the nico¬ 
tine is out of my system? 

I a>m sure if I could get treat¬ 
ment and get off cigarets 1 
will never go back to smok¬ 
ing. I want to quit so bad but 
I am the servous type and 
have no will power. Is there 
any hope? — Mrs. C.B. 

Sure doctors can treat drug 
addicts and alcoholics in hos¬ 
pitals — but it won't work 
unless the patient is truly de¬ 
termined to stay off the stuff. 

Same with smoking. When 
your emphysema and heart 
trouble make you miserable 
enough, you'll quit — and 
wonder why you didn’t do it 
sooner. Drugs, alcohol or to¬ 
bacco — you've got to do the 
quitting.

Urea ‘Bombs’ in Forests 
Stalled by Bad Weather 


MESACHIE LAKE — The 
urea bombardment of forests 
in the Lake Oowichan area 
has come to a temporary 
standstill because of bad 
weather. 

Urea is a fertilizer from Co- 
minco at Trail which has 4% 
per cent of available nitrogen 
and the “bombardment’’ of 
the trees with the small white 
pellets is done by two Cessna 
188 airplanes, known as Ag- 
truck and Agwagon. piloted 
by Barrie Madu. and Robert 
Smith from Conair Aviation 
Ltd. 

The company b^ind the 
operation is Pacific Logging 
which pioneered the fertilizing 
program by fixed-wing air¬ 
craft in 19^. This year, be¬ 
cause of early snow, the two 
planes are using an impr.)- 
vised airstrip at Mesachie 


Lake, a site which once had 
been occupied by the Hillcrest 
Lun)ber Company’s sawmill. 
What was start^ 10 years 
ago on an experimental basis 
is now a full-fledged program 
to gain more wood from ti*ees 
and make them grow faster. 

Manager of the foresU’y di* 
visi(Hi of Pacific Logging, 
Bruce Devltt. explained that 
because of many factors in¬ 
volved. it is difficult to make 
an accurate assessment as to 
the result d the program but 
“an estimate shows that we 
can count on growth increase 
of bdJwewi 25 and 30 per 
cent. We also found so far 
that the wood density has not 
suffered as much as is be¬ 
lieved by some people." 

He also noted that if there 
sb Hild be a woxl shortage, as 
indicated by the year 2,000. 


“we have to find ways of 
growing trees more quickly. 
Within the next five years we 
will be able to evaluate the ef- 
fectivness of the fertilization 
program on growth and 
yield.” Thi.s year’s project 
will be the fertilization of 
2.000 acres and of the 450 terns 
of urea, about 300 tems still 
have to be laid on. 

Under ideal weather condi¬ 
tions the operation, entailing 
900 flights, could be complet¬ 
ed in five days. Because of 
the rail strike this summer, 
this year’s operation did not 
get off the ground on schedule, 
usualfy in September when 
flight conditions are right and 
the trees’ root system are 
best suited for absorption.

New Route Outlined 

‘^Abominable’ Image 
Doesn’t Thrill Hydro

DUNCAN — B.C. Hydro of¬ 
ficials tried their best Thurs¬ 
day night lo show that Hy¬ 
dro’s past public image has 
chang^. 

The reason for their coming 
to Duncan was to discuss with 
members of the public the 
route of a proposed 90-mile. 
500-kiIovoIt transmission line 
between the Victoria and Qua- 
licum areas. Well over 100 
people attended the meeting 
at the Kc^silah elementary 
school. 

Hydro's manager of Infor¬ 
mation services. J. A. 
McCarthy, said “Hydro has 
come to realize that it is es¬ 
sential to talk with the people 
in the community before we 
go too far in planning." He 
added that public vabA^ have 
changed and that moW atten¬ 
tion has to be focussed on aes¬ 
thetic and environmental 
aspects. 

Separate Route 

One section of the Hydro 
report said that “a 500- 
kllovolt construction with 
1. ,500-foot spans between 
towers is quite different from 
138-kilovolt construction with 
700 to SOO-foot spans. In a 
number of areas it would be 
impractical to parallel the 
zlgs an zags of the existing 
line and a separate right-of- 
way would be <re<iulred.’ 

Environmental consultant 
Howard Paish eft Vancouver 
raid Hydro has given his firm 
a free hand in preparing a 
study on the environmental 
irppact of the new power line. 
I^ish stressed that “we are 
not set up to solve the energy 
cilsis.'

Airlines 
Fares 
To Jump 


GENEVA (Reuter t — The 
world's leading scheduled air¬ 
lines have voted to raise pas¬ 
senger fares and cargo rates 
by 6 per cent Jan. 1 t) meet 
increased aviation fuel cost.s, 
the International Air Trans- 
(iitrt Assm-iation announced 
F'riday night. 

The increase will apply to 
all routes except the North 
Atlantic and Pacific routes 
where a slightly different for¬ 
mula for raising fares will be 
used. lATA said. 

On the North Atlantic and 
Pacific routes, fares will g«> 
up on a graduated basis, 
ranging between 2 and 8 per 
cent. The percentage of in¬ 
crease will be highest on 
lower fares, and lower on 
high fares. 

The proposed increases are 
subject to apiMoval by gov¬ 
ernments concerned. lATA is 
the trade organization of the 
scheduled aii’lines. with 113 
member companies. 

lATA said recent increases 
in the cost of aviation fuel on 
a worldwide, basis were about 
TiO per cent. The formula 
adopted required a 1.2-per- 
cent Increase in revenues for 
every 10-per-cent rise in the 
cost of fuel in order to main¬ 
tain the present revenue situ¬ 
ation. 

The increases in fares and 
cargo rates would cover only 
partly the known or forecast 
fuel cost increases for the 
period from October. 1973, to 
March, 1974, and there was^ 
every prospect of further 
drastic fuel price increases in 
the near future. lATA said.

CP, Air Canada 
Share World 


OTTAWA (CP) Transport 
Minister Jean Marchand an¬ 
nounced Friday a new inter¬ 
national air policy dividing 
world routes between CP Air 
and Air Canada. 

The transport minister cou¬ 
pled his statement in the 
Commons with announcement 
that CP Air has been given the 
new route to Milan granted to 
Canada by Italy about 18 
months ago. 

Along with the new policy. 
Marchand said he has ask^ 
for a report on the feasibility 
of liftir^ a domestic restric¬ 
tion on CP Air requiring the 
company to originate and ter¬ 
minate ail flights in Montreal 
and Vancouver. 

Tlie minister also said he 
will announce within the next 
few months new {glides on 
air carriers supplementing 
the regional and national air¬ 
lines ^tnd for the Yukon and 
the Northwest Territoriee. 

The United States is not in¬ 
cluded in tiift international air 
policy as if is considered a 
separate case with both air¬ 
lines operating there. Air 
talks currently are underway 
with Washington aimed at 
a new agreement. 

The minister’s statement 
was welcomed by Yves 
Pratte, Air Canada chairman, 
and John Gilmer. CP Air 
president. Gilmer said his air¬ 
line will be pressing immedi¬ 
ately for new routes in territo¬ 
ry assigned to CP Air. 

The statement continues the 
government iK>Iicy of assign¬ 


ing individual airlines to sepa¬ 
rate territories throughout the 
world. 

For the first time, however, 
Africa was assigned to the 
airlines. Under the old policy. 
outMned in June, 1965, Africa 
was not included. 

CP Air was granted Moroc¬ 
co, Tunisia and Algeria and 
either Egypt or Sudan-if they 
are tacked onto the airline’s 
route to Italy. Air Canada has 
been given the rest of Africa. 

J Air Canada will continue to 
serve northern Europe exceT>t 
for Amsterdam w^ich re- 
maias with CP Air. CP Air 
will retain southern and 
southeast Europe. 

The publicly-owned airline 
will continue to have rights 
for the Caribbean and will get 
a slice of South America for 
the first time. All Latin 
America previously was 
granted to CP Air. 

While Air Canada will re¬ 
ceive French Guiana. 
Guyana. Surinam. Venezuela 
and Colombia in South Ameri¬ 
ca, the priva4ely-owned air 
carrier will get the rest of 
Central and South America. 
Either or both airlines may be 
designated to serve Brazil. 

Air Canada also wi.*l get a 
foothold in Asia for the first 
time. It will be given access 
to Lebanon, India and Pakis¬ 
tan-while CP Air will have 
rights for most of the rest of 
Asia, including Israel, Iran, 
China and Japan.

Stay Lowest

Good news for m »sl Van¬ 
couver Island drivers: under 
the government car insurance 
rale schedules which come 
into effect March 1, Ihey’ll 
still be paying the lowest in¬ 
surance rates in the province. 

Only at the northern end of 
the Island will rates be on a 
scale with the high northern 
B.C. level. 

In many instances their 
rates under the new compul¬ 
sory plan will be less than 
half the rates charged their 
counter|>arta on the northern 
end of Vancouver Island and 
in northern B.C., and about a 
quarter less than rates for 
drivers in Vancouver. 

Difficulties arise in compar¬ 
ing the new government rates 
with those set last year by 
private comjwimes because 
the government will charge 
ft)r vehicles and drivers se¬ 
parately while the private 
companies’ rates included 
both. 

However. some general 
trends are discernible: 

• Young male drivers 
with clean driving records 
(accident records don’t count) 
will get the biggest break 
with premiums often lower by 
35 or 40 per cent than with 
private companies. 

But if the drivers have poor 
records and have accumulat¬ 
ed many demerit points, their 
premiums will s«>ar to the 
same level as the private 
companies charged or even 
higher. 

• Sharp reduction.^ will 
also be in order f w families 
with teenage drivers of the 
family car. provided the 
young people have#clean driv¬ 
ing records. Those families’ 
reductions would also be 30 
f)er cent or more. 

• Older drivers and 
women with clean driving 
records will pay about the 
same or a small amount less. 
Poor driving records in those 
categories will definitely 
bring them well over the pri¬ 
vate companies’ rate. 

Over-all it is imiwssible to 
tell whether Premier Bar¬ 
rett’s- earlier claim of an 
average 22 per cent reducti(xi 
is valid. 

.Study of the Insurance Cor- 
|x>ratioiT of B.C. rate sched¬ 
ules made public by the gov¬ 
ernment Friday shows that 
annual premiums for next 


year ran range between $71 
and $1..368. 

The lowest rate, would go, 
for example. t<» a Victoria- 
area housewife who drove for 
pleasure only a small, rela¬ 
tively inexpensive older car. 
perhaps a 1968 Austin Mini. 
She has on her record no de¬ 
merit points for driving of¬ 
fences. 


The basic pi’emium on the 
car would be $61 and the 
woman would pay the basic 
$10 yearly driver’s insurance 
pj'emium.

He was comn^enting on die 
government’s land freeze 
order of last December and 
effects of subsequent Assess¬ 
ment Act changes. 

Gumming has about 43 
acres on Landsend Road 
which he bought more than 30 
years ago. 

Gumming said that accord¬ 
ing to new taxation regula¬ 
tions governing his property it 
is doubtful that he be able 
to keep the land, because his 
current taxes of a bout $1,200 
will increase by more than 
double that amount. 

“I can't do anything with 
the property. I can’t sub¬ 
divide, even though It is zoned 
for hakf-aere lots, because of 
the Health Act which decrees 
that a proven water sun>ly 
must be available to each lot. 

•"Iliere is no way I could 
get water to each lot with the 
current shortage in North 
Saanich," Gumming said. 

"According to the govern¬ 
ment, myself and others in 
the same situation can have 
their house on a half-acre but 
the rest of their property is to 
be taxed at 50 per cent of its 
real estate value instead of 
the current 23 per cent set by 
the provincial assessors for 
school tax purposes." 

He claimed that next year'a 
land taxes are going to shock 
many Saanich Peninsula resi¬ 
dents. 

Gumming said he bought 
the land in 1943, cut his own 
roadway into the property, 
cleared the site for hds house, 
and built with the idea liv¬ 
ing away from the hustle and 
bustle of city life. 

He said it was impossible to 
farm his land because it is 
mostly of shale texture. 
"About all you can do is make 
little rocks out of big ones." 

He said when the govern¬ 
ment slapped the land freeze 
on the Saanich Peninsula, he 
suddenly found he was 
classed as a farmer. Now that 
the land in his area has been 
declared not farmable he is to 
be taxed as a land speculator 
even though he has no 
thoughts of subdividing. 

"'Ibe only person who 
would buy it would be some 
sucker didn’t know the 
regulations. So I stay here 
and pay the taxes or move. 

"'The government is sup¬ 
posed to be in power to help 
the little guy. If this is how 
they are helping me I’d like to 
say 'no thank you’ — I can go

Plant Relocation 
Hardship for 66

In five weeks. 66 Bapeu 
Paint employees will be out of 
work. 

The Victoria plant will close 
Dec. 31, and many of the men 
face the difficult task (rf find¬ 
ing other work. 

They have known for a year 
that the shutdown was coming 
but tre combined efforts of 
their union, the company and 
Canada Manpower, allied 
with their own door-knocking 
have failed to turn up enough 
jobs. 

"We have people here who 
have devoted their entire 
woridng lives to Bapco," 
Owen Williams, president of 
Local 1947, International 
Brotherhood of Painters, and 
Allied Trades, said Friday. 

"Where doee a 69*year-old 
man go to find work In this 
city?" 


Williams said the 66 em¬ 
ployees looking for work in¬ 
clude 30 hired this year, most¬ 
ly to replace regular em¬ 
ployees who have found other 
work. 

The rest, most of them se¬ 
mi-skilled, are in their 408 
and 50s. 

“About 50 men have left al¬ 
ready for other jobs," said 
Williams. ‘"Hiese were mostly 
younger men who can hope to 
pick up a new trade. 

"But what place is there for 
a man of 47 who has worked 
at Bapco since he was 15? 




"There's a whole new world 
outside that gate compared 
with the ivorld he came in 
from 32 years ago.” 

'The firm announced last 
December that it would be 
moving its facilities to Surrey. 

The site at Laurel Point is 
to be used for a $15 million 
hotel-residential complex 
which, after completion in 
1975, should create about 200 
new jobs. 

Williams said the office has 
already moved from Victoria, 
along with the laboratory. 

"There are just the produc¬ 
tion and maintenance crews 
to go and at the end of the 
year the plant will finally 
close and that’s ^t." 

Williams said the company 
has been fair in giving sever¬ 


ance pay to employees al¬ 
though it was not a cjntrac- 
tual obligation. 

Workers laid off have been 
given one week's severance 
pay for each year of service, 
and an additional one week’s 
severance pay for each year a 
man is over 40 years of age. 

"This doesn't really answer 
the question of where do we 
go from here." Williams said. 

"These men have been 
averaging $4.25 an hour and 
have been buying homes and 
raising their families. 

"But the fact remains that 
they are still not skilled 
woi^ers — they don’t have a 
skyi to offer outside Bapco. 
and firms are much more in¬ 
clined to hire young guys if 
they are going to have to 
train them. 

"Where w a man going to 
find a job in that wage brack¬ 
et when he is more or less 
unskilled?" 

Some of the men have in¬ 
dicated interest in janitor 
training courses and similar 
work, but even here the young 
men will Iwve the edge." 


A high cholesterol content 
in elderly people, another of 
the findings, imiicated they 
were consuming too many 
calories without getting 
enough nuti'ients, she said.

Cystic Fibrosis Makes Heavy Demands 

Sheer Guts Rx for Normality

In about a month, i»mputer repairman 
Matthew Sharp will sit down to his usual 
Christmas dinner of turkey, roast potatoes, 
dressing, Oiristmas pudding — and 37 pUls. 

Sharp, 29, Hke some 100 other seemingly- 
normal young adult across Canada suffers 
from cystic fibrosis, a disease for which sci¬ 
entists do not know cure. 

Cystic fibrosis alfects the lungs and diges¬ 
tive system, causing abnormally thick, gluey 
mucus that clogs lungs and the digestive sys¬ 
tem. 

And the pills Sharp takes at meal times 
by the butUe-fuU (115 capsules daily) Include 
antibiotics, vitamins ahd decongestants. 

Sharp, who lives in Toronto, was in Vic¬ 
toria Thursday as part of a three-week sur¬ 
vey tour of the western states on behalf of 
the Canadian Cystic Fibrosis Foundation. 

He Is studying the problems of a growing 
number of adolescent and young adult suf¬ 
ferers' in Canada and was guest speaker 
Thursday night at the meeting of Founda- 
ticffi’s Victoria chapter. 


Although Sharp’s own condition was only 
diagnosed when he was 21, cystic fibrosis is 
generally known as a disease of the newborn. 
One in about 1,200 babies is borp with it. 

Until recently very few of these children 
have survived into adolescence but modem 
treatment methodB now mean that most of 
Victoria’s 15 or so young sufferers will grow 
up to lead almost normal lives. 

But for both children and adults survival 
depends not only on daily pill-taking but also 
on treatment designed to keep lungs free of 
ihucus. 

Sharp himself does about 30 minutes of 
inhalation and physiodierapy every morning 
and night to help him cough up mucus. 

Others, mainly chlidreo, sleep in special 
antibiotic "mist tents" where they can 
breathe more easily and run less risk of in¬ 
fection. Shasp tells of married couples, with 
one partner a sufferer, sleeping regularly in 
mist tents. 

For rhoat familiee, cyetic fibrosis can be 
a staggering emotional and economic drain. 
Sharp estimates Wi own treatment costs 
about $250 a month. 


However with adequate provincial govern¬ 
ment financial assistance in B.C., the prob¬ 
lems encountered by the new young adult 
generation of sufferers will centfe mainly 
around self-discipline and sdf-confldence, 
says Sharp. / 

Tremendous self-discipline is required by 
the adolescent sufferer to do his treatment 
and take his pills regularly when the last 
thing In the world he wants to be reminded of 
is that he is different from his school-mates. 

Obtaining a job also poses problems. 
Should one tell a would-be employer of the 
conditinn and risk having the job application 
tom up? 

Sharp advises the sufferer not to admit 
his condition on his job application form but 
to tell the pr ospective employer at the inter¬ 
view stage when the applicant can be seen to 
be like anybody else. 

Whether to tell the girl or boy one is dat¬ 
ing also causes problems for those with cys¬ 
tic fibrosis. Some Uke to hide their condition 
and surreptiously take their pills but Sharp 
finds that if he tells people — without broad¬ 
casting H — they usually accept the situation 
completely. 


One difficulty for married sufferers and 
Sharp is married — is that they cannot get 
life insurance. 

He says that 90 per cent of males with the 
disease are sterile but female victims can 
have children. However, if these women 
marry a cystic fibrosis carrier someone who 
shows no sign of the disorder but can pass on 
a cystic fibrosis gene — there is a 50 per cent 
chance that their children will have the dis¬ 
ease. 

It is estimated that one out of every 20 
European people carries the defective gene. 
Cystic fibrosis results when a child receives 
two defective genes — one from each carrier 
parent. 

Common early symptoms include frequent 
cough, rapid breathing and wheezing, bulliry 
diarrhea, failure df the baby to gain weight 
despite excellent appetite, a pot belly (like a 
malnourished child) and salty sweat. 

However even doctors, according to 
Sharp, sometimes have difficulty in diagnos¬ 
ing the condition early because, the symp¬ 
toms are often confusing.

Cavett Gets Cut... Again 


N'Ett’ YORK — The Ameri¬ 
can Broadcasting Company 
has given performer Dick Ca¬ 
vett what amounts to a take- 
lt*or-leave-it offer for a dras¬ 
tically reduced schedule of 
broadcasts after the first of 
the year. If Oavett rejects it, 
ha is expected to lose his late- 
evoiing progi'am on the net¬ 
work when his present con¬ 
tract expires in late De¬ 
cember. 

It ticould be the second mas¬ 
sive reduction of Cavett's 
late<«vening e.xposure at ABC. ' 
Until last November, when he 
was asked to' assume a di¬ 
minished schedule of one 
week out of four, Cavett’s 90- 
minute interview program 
played every week-night of 
the year. 

The new proposal by ABC is ‘ 
for one night every second 
week. 

A source in the ABC pro¬ 
gram department said the 
netw’ork was no longer Inter¬ 
ested In maintaining the talk | 
show format after llr.TO p.m. ■ 


but wanted instead to offer 
variegated {ffogramming, so 
that each night would provide 
the equivalent of a telexision 
special. 

While Oat’ett and his attor¬ 
ney, Alfred Geller, have not 
at this point rejected the 
offer, they have made it plain 
that they are displeased with 
it, noting that it would be im¬ 
possible to maintain a full 
time production and editorial 
staff for so limited a sched¬ 
ule. 

Geller said that it may be 
difficult for Cavett to secure ! 
important newsmakers for in- 
teniews if the program 
should become an island of 
seriousness in ABC’s late- 
e\ enlng sea ot frivolit>*. 

For the past year, ABC has 


been experimenting at 11:30 
p.m. with a potpourri of pro¬ 
grams which carry the um¬ 
brella title of Wide World of 
Entertainment. Cavett’s talk 
show has occupied one week 
in four. Jack Paar simihcu'ly 
had a week of programs and 
the remaining weeks were de- 
x-oted to an assortment mu¬ 
sical, dramatic, documentary 
and special ev’ents programs. 

Paar’s ratings were poor 
and his contract was not re- 
new*ed this year, and Cavett's 


ratings in general ran behind 
those for the Johnny Carson 
Tonight show’ cm the National 
Broadcasting Company and 
movies offered by the Colum¬ 
bia Broadcasting System. 

Because the other program¬ 
ming on ABC often drew bet¬ 
ter ratings than either the 
Paar or Cavett shows, the 
netwtMTk has been encouraged 
to iocreaise the schedule of 
varied entertainment and to 
diminish the traditional talk- 
show format.

Actresses Terry Tweed and 
Barbara Hamilton aren't re< 
lated in real-life, but you’d 
never guess It from watching 
Delilah, OBC television’s new 
situation comedy, currently 
seen 'Hiursday at 9 p.m.. on 
the network. 

"Our personalities just 
seem to blend naturally be¬ 
fore the cameras." comments 
the slim, attractive Miss 
Tweed, who portrays Della, 
the lady barber. In the series. 
"I have tremendous respect 
for Barbara's talent ... to 
me, wt^ing with her is a 


trapped by circumstance* In a 
small town." 

Adds Baihara r *‘Aunt 
Peggy uses her barbed wit as 
a defense, but for all her 
canying-oo, ^’s really qiate 
old^ashloned and rocs^adiatio 
about life. She tries hard to 
keep up with the times, and

Set in Egerton, a typical 
small town, Delilah evolves 
around a tiny, heavily-mort¬ 
gaged bai1>er ^op, centre for 
much of community’s activity 
and of couiT^gossip.

marvellous chance to learn all 
about comedy." 

Delilali — the name romos 
from the Bible's famed hair- 
shearing epic — Is the CISC’s 
first effort at live comedy in 
nearly a decade. Shows were 
taped before audiences at 
CTC Toronto studios, using 
TV production techniques and 
homey seta currentiy popular 
with American "sitcoms." 


The two actresse.s feel 
strwtgly about their roles in 
Delilah (Terry portrays the 
title role, and Barbara is Aunt 
Peggy)'' "I enjoyed it." says 
Terry, "I'd never played be¬ 
fore a live TV audience until 
Delilah. It’s so different from 
what I’d learned ... but a 
relaxed sort of ’communal' 
feeling come out of the’tap- 
ings, and this helped me to 
settle into my role. 

*T liked playing Della . . . 
as a person she’s very nice, 
with a fine sense of humor, 
able to enjoy life in her situa- 
ticMi, a big-city girl all but 


left in trust by her late father 
to her teenage brother, Vince 
(Miles McNamara). Aunt 
Peggy (Barbara Hamilton) 
rules supreme over the house- 
liold. TJ (Eric House), the 
local newspaper editor, and 
Franny (Peter Mews), the 
family’s fussy friend, combine 
with some rather untypical 
friends and relatives, plus a 
haphazard assortment of de¬ 
finitely unusual townspeople, 
for some gentle, l^ht-hearted 
TV comedy. 

Although both actresses 
were bom and raised in 
Toronto, their careers have 
taken different paths. ‘T ac¬ 
companied my father (th* 
late, much-beloved actor- 
writer. Tommy Tweed) to so 
many radio engagements dur¬ 
ing the comments 

Terry, "I feel I almost grew 
up in CBC radio studios!" 

Terry’s favorite medium Is 
radio. "It’s so specialized. I’m 
able to do so many d^erent 
roles. It’s very difficult, and 
fast, and I find it requires a 
great deal of ccmcentration.’*

The small pay- 
cheques soon cured me of 
those ambitions, so I wrent 
back to entertainment." 
Simpson's loss, needless to 
say. w'as TV’s irreplacable 
gain. 

On or off-camera, the bvo 
starring actresses have great 
respect for the other’s talent. 
"Working with Barbara Is so 


tremendously stimulating." 
•ays Terry. "She’s such a 
warm, happy, outgoing 
person. She kno^ juet how to 
^spel the little ’tensions’ I 
f^t during Delilah taping*. 

"I was uncomfort^Ie as 
Della at first. A strait rote 
... and I usually play 
mothers, secretaries or neu¬ 
rotics, never leading ladies." 

To Barbara, Aunt Peggy 
was Just another succesakd 
role in nearly 20 years of enli¬ 
vening productions ranging 
frmn musical comedy (10 sea¬ 
sons of the popular revue 
Spring Thaw) to theatre (her 
recent smash one-woman 
show. That Hamilton Woman) 
to TV (from Howdj- Doody to, 
now, Delilah I.

Terry, intense, outspoken, 
feels a special dedication to 
acting. "For the last ten 
years or so. I’ve always felt 
that if I failed as an actress. I 
wrould be failing as a person. 
At first, that was fine, as long 
as my work went all right. 
When it didn’t. I hated myself 
at times," she says. 

‘Terr>' is ambidous." aays 
Barbara. *T see a lot of my¬ 
self, early in my career, in 
her now. Last December. I 
heard she w'as off to Winnipeg 
to do a play (Hedda Gabler, 
with Douglas Rain and 
Martha Henry) and I thought, 
‘Now, what a terrible time to 
be away from home, at 
Christmas!' I w^xjldn’t have 
done ft. not now. but when I 
was her age I would, to fur¬ 
ther my career.

Dailey Enjoys New TV Role 


“I don’t mean to be pre¬ 
sumptuous. but aren't you 
Den Dailey?" asked a ner¬ 
vous middle-aged woman, ap¬ 
proaching the actor in a Lm 
A ngeles restaurant. 

After Dailey assured her 
that he was, she asked, "Do 
you dance any more?" 

"Sure, when somebody asks 
me," he said, showing the de¬ 
lighted lady a fast step or 
two. 

"I like to make people 
hai:^." be said, grinning, 
after she had left. "'Ibat’s be¬ 
cause I'm basically an enter¬ 
tainer. I’m really not an 
actor. And I never thought I 
was much of a dancer. 

"I wasn’t the best actor in 
films, just the tallest," said 
the 6’ 4" Dailey. "I taught 
myself to dance and at best I 
was just a fair hoofer. 

"And I’ve never thou^it of 
myself as a serious actor."

"The series has a lot of 
humor.

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WALTON’S GRANDPA ONCE 
N HOLLYWOOD BLACKLIST

WASHINGTON — The face 
is familiar; A dust-caked vil¬ 
lain in an old western, a cor¬ 
ruptible southern senator, the 
ornery grandfather of "thft 
Waltons, another avunoidar 
role in Itie Reivers, and*, for 
those with longer memories, 
Pistol of Shakespeare, Jeeter 
Lester on Tobacco Road and 
one of the actors hauled be¬ 
fore the house un-American 
activities committee a couple 
at decades a^. 

So there is that feeling of In¬ 
stant recognition many times 
over as Will Geer rises in 
greeting. / 

“Do you mind if I leave the 
door opien? When I was tour¬ 
ing with Minnie Maddem 
Piske — we'played here at 
the Old National in the 1920s 
in 'The Merry Wives of Wind¬ 
sor — .she always put a tele¬ 
phone book in the door when 
she was being interx'iewed by 
a male reporter.” 

Then he .shtit.s the doi>r with 
a Grandpa Walton chuckle. 
There is no need to follow an 
interview routine with Geer. 
He's interested enough ■ in 
other people to ask questions 
constantly: he's shrewd 
enough, to observe that “sIkwv 
people are always on,** as he 
is: he has long quotes of Whit¬ 
man. Fro.st or .Shakespeare to 
drop for nearly every oc¬ 
casion. he has lived long 
enough to make witty, some¬ 
times incisive, observations 
<Hi nearly eveiy'thing from 
acting and politics to horticul¬ 
ture and obscenity. 

•At 71. Geer is stiH a rather 
trim figure, taller <6 feet 2) 
than he appears as Grandpa 
Wakon. It seems as if he 


must have always been 17 or 
75 or 78 — the fate of the 
character actor who special- 
kes in such parts. 

1^ the film Executive Action 
he is one of three conspirator 
who plot the assassination of 
President Kennedy. This time 
he is a right-wing, crusty <Ad 
millionaire but the face is the 
same as that of the minority 
leader in Advise and Consent 
of a decade ago. 

Geer was already gray- 
haired. at 49, with a solid rep¬ 
utation .as a character actor 
back in April, 1^1. when he 
was called before the liouse 
Un-American Activities Com¬ 
mittee in an investigation that 
was to result in the blacklist¬ 
ing for years of many actors 
and writers. 

“I remember it was the 
same day that Tniman fired 
MacArthur and we shared the 
headlines,'* Geer recalled. 
“They asked me the wie ques¬ 
tion they ask everyone: in 
case of war, would you fight 
Ru.ssia? I took out my teeth 
and observed I was the same 
age as the chairman. I really 
was a ham.” 

As with other actors —> and 
Dalton Trumbo, who wrote 
the screenj^y for Executive 
Action — who appeared be- 
f<H^ the Un-American Activi¬ 
ties Committee in those days 
of national saspic^ and fear. 
Geer was driven from films 
by the blacklist. But he could 
go back to his roots in die 
theatre and support himself in 
Shakespearean roles. He 
always had a room and food 
for other actors out of work. 

“I'm not gcMiig to say thcae 
days of blacklisting were a 
happy lime. The women 


somehow’ didn't age as weB as 
the men — fine actresses^ like 
Gale Sondergaard ~ and 
couldn't go back to the same 
roles in 10 or 12 years. TTiere 
were many economic deaths 
and real death.s, IHce that of 
John Garfield, who died of the 
strain of deciding whether to 
answer the committee's ques¬ 
tions.” 

As with any other role he 
has played, Geer relishes that 
an actor emeritus of the 
American stage, with a ca¬ 
reer spanning tent shows, live 
burlesque, theatre, silent film, 
radio, the talkies, and now 
televi.ciim. 

In the role of Grandpa In 
the much-lauded television 
seqes The Waltons. Geer 
says he ha.s found a “form of 
retirement.” 

For his role in Executive 
Action, he drew on a compos¬ 
ite figure of “millionaires I 
have known.’* It was the 
same when he fashioned his 
rc4e in The Senator. 

“Then I drew on the ges¬ 
tures and mannerisms of at 
least four senators that I had 
known. There was one who 
looked like a Greek god but 
had his feet in both pork bar¬ 
rels. He always looked at 
chandeliers when he entered a 
room — a chandelier fetish — 
and I used this in the role.” 

Geer himself believes in the 
Mark Lane Conspiracy 
Theory for the Kennedy -as¬ 
sassination. 

‘‘Ten years ago when I .saw 
Jack Ruby and Oswald on TV 
news films. I said they were 
acting. They were puppets 
and patsies. .An actor knows 
w4ien someone is acting. 
We’re not trying to say it's 
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JACQL'HS COUSTEAU wearing 
sound and camera equipment, pre¬ 
paid to film the awesome beauty 
of Aixtarctica from .his i'eseaix;h ship
